ay of the magnitude of Chicago, there are, necessarily, a great) ai 
t of boys who have no parents, or other protectors, and very many 
2 parents are entirely neglectful, and oftentimes the cause of crime and bi 
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vagrancy in the offspring. Appreciating this condition, and with a desire to 
ameliorate it, a few gentlemen, in 1887, chartered the Illinois Industrial Train- 
ing School for Boys. We were without funds, and had simply an organization, 
vested with the power to do. The necessity of a work of this kind so im- 
pressed itself upon them, they had faith to believe that in a city, great in its 
belongings,.an object so worthy would receive the sympathy, and command 
the support of the public. A small amount of money was secured through 
their individual efforts,a small home was found, and the school was prac- 
tically inaugurated. Our progress was slow; our means very limited; our 
existence was astruggle. As we advanced with the work,as we saw its prac- 
tical workings, as we, by then, were made to appreciate the good it was. 
doing, and would do, to human kind, we cast aside all discouragement, and 
resolved that it must, and should succeed. We found friends; our treasury 
was replenished; we grew. The needs of our school outgrew our accom- 
modations; we were overwhelmed with applications. It was proven to us 
practically, that more boys needed our care than we had imagined could;. 
still more the importance of our work was made evident; again in our emer- 
gency friends favored us. 

In 1889, Mr. Milton George, and Alice B. George, their hearts being in: 
the work, munificently deeded to us a farm of 300 acres situated at Glen- 
wood, IIl., we having, previous to the delivery of the deed, raised the sum 
of $40,000, with which to erect suitable buildings for our accommodation. 
In the raising of the fund, we were very much indebted to the Woman’s. 
Club, who were largely instrumental in getting together the amount. 
We at once commenced the erection of our buildings, and improve- 


ment of our ground. Still more friends came forward, and’ cottages. 


were built by Mrs. Celia Wallace, Plymouth Church, Mr. F. T. Has- 
kell, Mrs. Page and Mrs. Peck; a gymnasium was erected and given us by 
Mrs. Follansbee. 

In June, 1890, our buildings having been completed and ready for occu- 
pancy, we moved into our new home. It was a gala day for our boys. To 
be in our own home, in so brief a period, was so unexpected, and so un- 
looked for, as to be marvellous. We appreciated the result of our work; 
we were sure of the permanency of our institution. Since then we have 
continued growing, and now, with increased accommodations in excess of 
what we could have reasonably expected, or even hoped for, we are still 
crowded for more room; more boys demand our care, more waifs a home; 
we must still increase our capacity.. The boys must all be cared for, and we 
have pledged ourselves to see that they are, until we entirely free the city 
from vagrant children. It can and must be done. Do you, do the public 
realize what it means to allow these boys to grow up in ignorance and vice? 
We know that, as the boys are, so the men will be. Our boys of to-day 
will be the men of the future; are they to bea vicious, criminal class because: 
of our neglect of them, or, in humanizing them, shall we make of them 
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respectable, self-supporting, law-abiding citizens? The matter is in our 
hands. We are responsible for the reclamation of these boys; each one of us 
has a personal responsibility. We find in our midst this unhealthy condi- 
‘tion, which can be, by effort, thoroughly eradicated; can we afford to neg- 
lect it? Our work is:economic; to the individual, to the country, State, 
county, and especially to our city. You will be shown that the saving of 
each boy has cost $103.43. Compare the cost with the expense of convict- 
ing a criminal. Balance the expense in the scale of humanity, and tell us if 
you can that it does not pay. We can not afford to ignore the con- 
ditions existing which make our school a necessity. We are prepared to 
say to the State, county and city, give us the means, and we will guarantee 
that, in a very short space of time, a vagrant boy will be unknown in our 
midst; we can, and will, care for them all. Our city is reprehensible in its 
manner of caring for the class of boys we reach; their method is of the 
worst imaginable kind. They are better as vagrants. They are arrested, 
and cast amongst the criminal class, where their surroundings and _associ- 
-ations are of the most vicious and degrading nature, and thei incarceration 
gives to them the brand of crime. Their teachings are of vice and 
crime. Their teachers graduated criminals, what can be expected of 
them but a life of viciousness devoid of all morality, absolutely bad. 
We are ready and willing to relieve our city,and take these boys. We ask 
that we be reimbursed for their care. The cost to the city will be no 
more than is now expended in caring for them at the Bridewell or 
Reform School. Will our authorities do their part? We believe they 
will. 

Our farm is favorably and beautifully located. It is as fine a lay of 
land as can be found in Cook County. Our buildings are good and sub- 
stantial, we have room and can make unlimited additions to our present ac- 
commodations. 

It is neither practicable nor possible to locate a school of this character 
in our City proper. Boys need and require the freedom of the country. 
The nature of their associations must be radically changed, as is their life. 
They want room, and plenty of it. The farm life prepares them for their 
future work, as the great number of them find homes with the farmers. 
We do not believe in any temporary measures for the relief of this class of 
Boys. The mere providing for them day by day without continued sur- 
veillance—(control being impossible)—simply educates them as vagrants; 
takes from them the vital principles of manhood—makes them dependents 
—educates them as tramps. Money and effort spent in this direction is mis- 
directed, and rather a detriment than a benefit. . 

Our School is in its infancy—we have but commenced. The possi- 
bilities of its future, no one can begin to appreciate or foretell. Its bene- 
fits are incalculable. We are progressive, but are moving prudently. We 
desire to be, and are now as far as is practicable and possible, educational. 
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Our primary object is to humanize these boys. To teach them that in self- 
support, self-reliance, is manliness and future independence and good to 
themselves and their fellows. 

Our boys are the same as other boys; each has within himself a caute 
a brain power, which needs simply direction and development. We sup-. 


ply this need. There is no reason why every educational advantage pos- 


sible should not be inculcated in our School. We have the minds, the in- 
telligence, all the material necessary. We simply need additional buildings. — 
and corps of Instructors. It is for the citizens of this great metropolis to 
say whether or not we shall have the greatest institution our State, or even 
our Country, can boast of. 

Our School must be visited, and its workings seen to be appreciated. 
We may say to you that we have 200 boys who were homeless, ragged — 
and unkempt, when we took them; whose homes were a box or a hallway; 
whose existence depended on pilfering or begging. We may tell you that — 
these same boys, after having been washed, reclothed, and duly given to 
understand tlat they are not objects of charity, not dependents, not 
thoroughly bad, but that they are as other boys, that we are their protectors, 
that they are where they are to earn what they get,to work for it, we may 
tell you that these same boys, the good in them being brought to the sur- 
face, vie with each other (immediately almost falling in line) as to obedi- 
ence, cleanliness, and ability to do the work giventhem. We may tell you 
that they eagerly listen to our words of advice, are interested to enthusiasm ~ 
in all the exercises and duties of the School. 

You listen, and for the time give us your sympathy and express your 
approbation, but nothing we can tell you, however eloquent, can impress 
you as the actual contact with the boys themselves. We desire you to 
see them, to talk to and with them, and we know the impression made will be 
lasting. The boys are intelligent, are impressible, their better nature needs 
only proper encouragement to outweigh and overbalance any seeds of vice 
sown by their former life. We teach them cleanliness of body and mind, 
obedience and punctuality. We inculcate their minds with the fact that 
work is not merely necessary, but honorable; we impress upon them the 
necessity of honest purpose and faithful performance. Our School is purely 
non-sectarian in its conduct. It cannot be otherwise and subserve its object. 

I ask you is there amongst all known charities, one greater than caring 
for these boys? Is there one which can exceed its present benefits or future 
possibilities ? ‘ 

We need more funds, we need more workers, we want more friends. 
No greater monument can be reared, no greater good conserved, than this 
School with its possibilities realized. I wish we could reach every man, 
woman, and the youth of our great City; could show them the existing 
needs, and have them realize the magnitude of the work we are doing; the 
work, we as citizens ought to do. 
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We have been both pleased, and encouraged, by the discussion in our 
City papers, as to the best methods of caring for these vagrant boys. We 
sincerely hope that the press will continue enlightning the public as to their 
duty in the premises. That they will show our City authorities what needs" 
to be done. That they will so interest their readers in this vital charity, 
that each will desire to see for themselves the manner of our work, investi- 
gate our system, and with their advice and money aid us. Our Press can 
give us substantial benefits, can make it possible for us to enlarge our sphere 
of usefulness. Thanking them for what they have already done, we ask 
their continued good offices. 
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REPORT OF SECRETARY AND GENERAL MANAGER, 


Mr. President and Members of the Association: 


I have the honor to make the following report of the work of the 


Association for the year closed May Ist, 1892: 

In presenting to the members of the Association the fifth Annual Report, 
your Secretary and General Manager wishes to call your attention to the 
gratifying progress made in our work during the year, and also review the 
work of the five years since the organization of this Association. 

The Board of Directors have held their regular monthly meetings, and 
special meetings when necessary, for the transaction of business, each mem- 
ber giving much of his valuable time as well as money for the advancement 
of the work of the Association. Two of the Directors elected one year ago, 
Messrs. C. M. Henderson and Thomas Kane, finding their time so fully 
occupied with other duties, resigned. Mr. Wm. R. Page was elected to fill 
the unexpired term of Mr. Henderson, who resigned early in the year. 
The other vacancy you will be called upon to fill to-day. 


Soon after our last annual meeting, your Board of Directors appointed — 


an auxiliary committee of twenty-five ladies to aid in the work. They have 
proved of invaluable service to the school in raising money, furnishing cloth- 
ing, interesting people, and inducing them to visit the school, as well as 
giving valuable advice and counsel. They will present their own report 
in’ detail. 


boys, and during the present year we have received 268 new boys, making 
a total of 445 boys cared for during the year, 251 of whom have been placed 
in homes or returned to friends, leaving in the school at the close of the 
- year 194 boys. 

Your Secretary has kept up a correspondence with the boys placed in 


homes'‘and with the advisory agents selected in different localities where the - 


boys have been placed; and takes pleasure in reporting that the placing of 
the boys in homes has been very successful. During the year we have had 
to replace only seven of the boys who have been placed in homes since the 
organization of the school. With the large number of boys now in private 
homes, and the increasing demand in this direction, it is necessary that 
' arrangements be made to visit them as least once a year. 


At the close of our last fiscal year we had remaining in the school 177

THE FARM. 


This department has proved not only a source of revenue during the 
past year, but is of incalculable benefit to the boys who must eventually be 
sent to country homes. Certainly boys prepared by this school for country 
homes are much better contented than are boys taken directly from the city 
to the farms without any knowledge of farm life. 
me .. Our farm boys, in charge of the farmer, have planted and cultivated 
twenty-five acres of corn, twenty-five acres of oats, seven acres of potatoes, 
a and garden produce sufficient to supply the needs of the institution through 
the year, and have cut and cured fifty-seven acres of hay, besides milking 
the cows and caring for seventy-five head of stock. These boys have 
learned to plow, care for their teams and do the ordinary work of the farm, 
and are happy and contented in their work. Their health has been excel- 
lent, and they seem to thoroughly enjoy their new surroundings.

OUR SOURCE OF REVENUE. 


We have succeeded in renewing our contract with Cook County for 
the present year for the board and tuition of a portion of the boys committed 
from this county, and will receive from this source $12,500. We have also 
a contract with Macon, Peoria, LaSalle and Kane counties, and will receive 
from these counties about $800 per year. We also receive a small amount 
each month from a ‘class of boys we term boarders. These are usually 
incorrigible boys whose parents have lost control over them but whom the 
courts will not commit unless the parents promise to pay board. From this 
source about $2,000 can be realized. For the balance of the money to meet 
our expenses we must depend on contributions from the general public. As 
will be seen from the report of the Treasurer, these contributions are con- | 
stantly increasing, but so much more remains to be accomplished that we 
need, and are entitled to demand, not merely the approval, but the material 
aid of the community to further this work. 

It is five years ago next month since we began in a modest way the 
caring for the homeless waifs in the great City of Chicago. 

The statistical report shows so far as figures can do the condition of 
our affairs at this time, and something of what has been accomplished in a 
material way is evidenced in the substantial buildings and the cultivated 
farm. 

During the five years which have elapsed since the organization of this 
School, 820 boys have been received in its care. Of this number there have 
been placed in homes or returned to friends 626 boys, and there are now in 
the School 194 boys. 

The total cost of educating and caring for these boys during the term 
they have been in the School has averaged $103.43 for each boy. 

1 desire to speak of the great improvement in the character, conduct, 
and application to their books, of the boys in the School. The manage- 


ment of the boys, and general improvement made, shows the unceasing 
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exertion, kindness, and attention, and good judgment of the Superintendent, 
Mrs. Ursula L. Harrison, and her corps of able teachers, in their efforts to 
do them good. ‘ 

It is scarcely necessary that I should dwell at any length upon the 
manifold advantages which are offered in such a country home to boys who 
have known no home worthy of the name. Here they enjoy pure air, good 
food, regular hours of work and play time, comfortable lodging and adequate 
protection against the inclemency of the seasons, the advantages of instruc- 
tion in the ordinary branches of education, and finally the opportunity of 
acquiring a knowledge of industrial and agricultural pursuits, fitting them 
for the battle of life. 

The past life of the boys whom we are striving to fit for good and use- 
ful citizens in the future, has been a stormy and checkered one. We find 
them neglected, hungry, ragged, ignorant, the world apparently against 
them, they certainly against the world. ' 

_The munificence of our supporters has enabled us to do much to remedy 
their mental, moral and physical condition, and we trust that what has been 
done may justify the entertainment of the most hopeful feelings in regard 
to the future. The work imposed upon us is a great and growing one, and 
in order to keep pace with the constantly increasing demands upon our 
resources, we need more cottages for the proper housing of our charges. 
We need also that our Schools of instruction should be placed upon a per- 
manent basis. With these facilities, supported by a permanent endow- 
ment fund, Chicago will, we confidently believe, be able to say that no 
street boy within her borders shall be without a home. 

We are indebted to the humanity and charity of friends for all that has 
been done, and the response to the demand for the care and education of 
the neglected boys taken from Chicago streets has been most generous. 
Our old friends and contributors stand by us, new subscribers cheerfully add 
their assistance, and from the press of our City, we have met with nothing 
but kindly and helpful notices of our work. 

True charity consists, not in pauperizing its recipients, but in helping 


them to help themselves. The aim of this Association is to give these boys 


a chance, a fair show to make their own way in the world. We plead on 
their behalf, and for those who are constantly cast up by the currents of a 
great city, for such substantial aid as shall enable us to give food, shelter, 
instruction, moral and physical training to all those to whom such advan- 
tages have been denied. This Association is untrammelled by any bounds 
of creed or race; it knows only that there exists a large and growing field 
of usefulness in which to labor. Much has been done; the results of the 
work are most gratifying; boys who would otherwise have gravitated 
through vice to crime, through misery and neglect to mental and physical 
degradation and destruction, have been placed in the right path, helped, 
directed, encouraged to look, and work for a day of better things. 
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_ That this good work may be carried on, that our streets may be cleansed 
from the stain of poverty and crime, our young charges redeemed ‘from 
want and ignorance, and given an opportunity in the shape of a trade to 
earn their own living, and to become a credit to themselves and an honor to 
those who have helped them, we appeal with confidence to the good people 
of our City and our State for continued and increased support. 

I desire to thank the Board of Directors and Members of the Asso- 
' ciation for the support they have always aecorded me in my arduous duties. 
I have endeavored at all times to work for the best interests of our Insti- 
tution, and if I have so conducted the affairs delegated to me by your Board 
as to meet with your approval, my reward is ample. 

To you, Members of the Association, this report is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

To the Board of Directors and Members of the Association of the Illinois 
School of Agriculture and Manual Training for Boys: 


Never have we come to the close of the year with braver heart and 
better cheer; as we look back over the year’s work, we can but say, “ What 
hath God wrought.” ‘Truly he has been with us and blessed our labors of 
love. 

My position is ‘not an enviable one, but one in which a person true to 
the cause will make enemies for themselves; I have tried to have the 
patience of Job, the persistance of Grant, faith enough to hope in spite of 
failure, and an unlimited amount of perseverance and charity, that I might 


conscientiously perform my whole duty, during the five years I have labored 


faithfully to assist you in building up this charity, and wish for it a bright 
and prosperous future. 

The boys who are sent to us are just as intelligent, as responsive to 
kind words and actions; and just as capable of becoming good citizens as 


_ the average boy in our public schools, and we ask your personal influence in 


their behalf, for they have been saved from leading a criminal life. 

Much of the good work carried on at the Home can not be put in 
statistics; eternity can only tell the results. I have been much pleased at the 
cheerful, and in many instances, enthusiastic manner in which the boys 
work. I think to create within them habits of industry is one of our most 
important accomplishments. 

I hope another year we may be able to have more departments in our 
mechanical trades; we do not expect with the boy’s short stay with us that 
he can be taught a trade complete, but the handling of tools, the exercise of 
physical with mental forces, the very act of thinking how to doa thing, 
will have a salutary influence over him through life. 

We ask you as Christian men and women to make this Home your 
special charity, and impress upon the minds of the people that these boys 
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have souls to save, and will some day fill the important positions you now 


hold. If left upon the streets we must build larger prisons and pay. more 
taxes, and they are lost. 

The Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee, which is composed of some of the 
best philanthropic women of our city, have lightened my burdens in many 
ways. Their visits to the Home have been very enjoyable to all. They 
deserve great praise for their untiring efforts. 

The Union Manual Training School, of which Mrs. F. I. Pearce was 
the founder, closed its work in April, donating to us all their tools, organ, 
books and kindergarten material. 

Through the kindness of Prof. Tomlins and some of his pupils, we 
were presented with a piano for our chapel. 


The holidays were ail appropriately celebrated, and numerous ote 3 


were sent the boys from many of the large business firms in the city. 

We have received many calls from persons building up charities in 
other States, to inspect our plant and investigate our methods of work with 
this peculiar class of boys. 

The churches, Sunday schools, and the different societies to which our 
work has been presented, have responded nobly in their aid. 

With our improved heating apparatus our buildings were all kept so 
warm that we hardly realized we were having a cold winter. 


We would not forget the press, which has always been a dear friend to — 


the Home, by publishing its notices, and the many commendable articles 
they have written about the School and its management. The proprietors 
of several papers who are sending us their dailies, and all who have in any 


way contributed to the comfort or pleasure of the inmates of this Home, — 


have our sincere gratitude. 
To Dr. N. E. Oliver, who was appointed one of the Home physicians, 


we have not words to express our gratitude for his faithfulness to the school , 


freely donating his services to aid the good cause. 

The health of the Home has been carefully and conscientiously guard- 
ed, as the annual report of our Home Physician will testify. 

I wish to express thanks to the Chicago and Eastern Illinois Railroad 
Company for the many favors they have granted us during the year. 

The great shadowy portals of futurity slowly opened August 15, 1891, 


and the soul of our dearly beloved Home Physician, William E. Dudley, 


passed into the mysteries of the unknown. The eye that once sparkled 
with health and beamed with philanthrophy was closed; the hand whose 
firm, friendly grasp had communicated a thrill of gladness toso many of the 
unfortunate ones of earth lay nerveless and inert. We know he must be 
happy indeed if he is as tenderly welcomed there as he is mourned and 
cherished here. 

To the teachers and employes who have labored faithfully and earn- 
estly in the discharge of their various duties, I wish to express my sincere 
thanks.

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REPORT OF AUXILIARY COMMITTEE 


Zo the Board of Directors of the School of Agriculture and Manual 

Training for Boys: ) 

The Auxiliary Committee appointed by your Board, less than one year 
ago, desires to present a brief report of its work. 

Although appointed in June, 1891, a permanent organization was not 
effected until October, owing to the absence of so many of the ladies from 
the city during the summer and early fall, hence this report covers but seven 
months of active work. 

While we are young in the work as a body, we are strong and united 
in purpose; hearts are warm and tender toward the boys under your care, 
and we have but one aim in view: that is, to stand as a unit for every effort 
put forth by your Board to uplift and help these young boys toa purity of 
life, and strengthen the feeble desires in their hearts for home, and an inde- 
pendent, honorable manhood. As the days go by, and we are brought in 
closer contact with the work assigned us, our eyes have a clearer vision of 
the great work of saving these helpless, homeless boys. The feeling for 
the unfortunate deepens, and the resolution springs afresh to make 
the work of our committee, the coming year, vigorous and effective. 

Since our organization, regular monthly meetings have been held. 
These meetings have been well attended and marked attention given to all 
reports submitted, also to all matters pertaining to the well-being of the 
school.

Numberless barrels and boxes have been packed with contributed 
clothing and sent to the home at Glenwood; these, added to cash purchases, 
have enabled us to comfortably clothe every one of the 195 boys during the 
past winter and spring thus far. To this fact the Superintendent attributes 
the good health of the boys in her care. 

We desire, in behalf of the committee, to return thanks to individual 
friends, also to the following churches, which have contributed clothing and 
also made up garments out of new material: Christ Church, First Presby- 
terian, Plymouth, Woodlawn Presbyterian, New England, Unity, All Soul’s, 
Church of Our Savior, Church of the Covenant, Englewood churches, 
Trinity, Central Church Mission, Oak Park, Messiah Baptist Church. 


Mrs. John Angus, chairman of the visiting committee, presents her 
report as follows: 

The Visiting Committee of the Auxiliary, having at different times and 
unannounced made visits to the Home, wish to express, not only their entire 
satisfaction, but unbounded admiration for the skill, patience, energy, love, 
which seems to characterize every department of the institution. They 
wish specially to mention one day when in the midst of a rainy season and 
having no reasons to expect visitors, every corner, every closet, every sleeping 
room, bath room, cellar, kitchen, farmhouse and barn, was opened cheerfully, 
willingly, and the evidence of careful superintendence was shown in the 
scrupulously neat floors, well-ventilated rooms, orderly play-rooms (a most 
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marvelous thing where boys are concerned)—all showing a controlling 
hand that knows how to guide the forces in each department. It was a 
lesson and marvel to housekeepers. 

No words of praise can be too warm in commendation of the manage- 
agement of Mrs. Harrison, who seems to combine the good qualities of 
housekeeper, mother, teacher, friend. 

To the teachers in each department and the care-takers in the cottages . 
great praise is due. In every school room there seemed to be order, atten- 
tion, interest. One room had on the blackboard a set of drawings by the. 
boys that would have been creditable to many boys brought up under more 
prosperous surroundings. 

The happy faces in the carpenter shop indicate the satisfaction felt in 
producing the work of their own hands. The faithful boy engineer, the 
drivers of the conveyances, the boy gardeners, the boys in the laundry and 
sewing room all were attending to their duty in a business-like, orderly 
manner. : 

The baker in his department, the cook in her’s, contributed largely in 
their preparation of wholesome food to the remarkable freedom from sick- 
ness at the Home during the past winter. Many children in more favored 

-homes might learn lessons of propriety from these 195 boys, marching 
decently, orderly, cap in hand to their meals, waiting for signals, singing 
while asking God’s blessing, waiting respectfully till all were served (and 
bountifully served too) and then falling to with a relish that only a happy 
heart and healthy appetite can give. 

In closing this report the Auxiliary desires to return thanks to Mrs. 
M. R. Wood, who so kindly donated the use of her home for the Musicale,. 
to the artists who so generously gave their services, to the Palmer House 
management for kindness shown in providing a room for our meetings, and 
to all who have assisted us in our work of making these boys hopeful and 
happy.

To the Hon. Board of Directors of The School of Agriculture and 

Manual Training for Boys: 

Sirs:—In my capacity as physician to the institution, I have the honor 
to report the conspicuous absence of any disease beyond the accidents and 
slight ailments incident to childhood, with one exception, viz; an incipient 
epidemic of Scarlet Fever, which was, fortunately, recognized at once and 
prompt measures taken for its suppression. ‘These measures were success- 
ful; the disease having been limited to two inmates. This outbreak showed 
very plainly the need of hospital facilities for epidemic diseases. The atten- 
tion of your Honorable Board is called especially to this point in the man- 
agement of the school; a building isolated from the others, in which the 
first cases of contagious diseases can be placed, and in which, toa limited 
extent, modern hospital ideas can be carried out, will be effectual in sup- 
pressing any epidemic whatever, and may save many lives. The absence 
of serious illness at the institution during the past year, (which has been 
very unhealthy every where), is undoubtedly due to the careful personal super- - 
vision of the Superintendent in thus placing the boys in practically the 
same position as boys in well-to-do private families, and also to the scrupu- 
lous regard to cleanliness in buildings and grounds, as well as in the persons 
and morals of the boys. Very Respectfully,

The meeting then proceeded to the election of members of the Board 
of Directors, which resulted as follows: , 

John T. Chumasero, Milton George and Oscar L. Dudley for three 
years, and Rollin A. Keyes for two years. 
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Assistant States Attorney W.S. Elliott, Esq., was called on to address 


the meeting and responded as follows: 


W. S. ELLIOTT: Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen, having 


control and management of the affairs of the Illinois School of — 


Agriculture and Manual Training for Boys: 


I may say to you, as one who stands where the flames are pretty warm, 
that I have had a great deal of pleasure in listening to Mr. Chumasero’s 
statement of the.objects and career of this school, for two reasons: First, 
because of the great work which is being carried on, and second, because a 
person occupying the position Mr. Chumasero does, can give the time to a 
work of this kind and have his mind so taken up with it, as it must have 
been to have prepared the paper which he read to you, showing that not 
alone in body is he present, but his heart and soul as well are in the work. 
I have been somewhat observant of your efforts as a looker-on, but had very 
little knowledge of the inner workings of this circle, from whence emanates 
the revenues which are so important to give strength and stamina, efficiency 
and endurance to a labor of this character. 

Several weeks ago, at the invitation of Mr. Dudley, whom I have 
frequent occasion to meet in the criminal court of this county, I went out to 
Glenwood upon the Sabbath afternoon following Easter, and took with me 
my youngest boy. I have grown very jealous of this institution, for the 
reason that since the boy went out there he is strongly inclined to take up a 
residence there and abandon his home. He had not been in the Home ten 
minutes when he agreed to stay there if I would permit him, and I know 
his mother would if she had been present. I was pleased to know that the 
boys of Cook county, the motherless and fatherless boys, have the privilege 
of entering into an atmosphere which is rendered beautiful and sunshiny, 
within which the flowers may grow, and presided over by a spirit of such 
marvellous capacities as Mrs. Harrison evinced during the time I was there. 

I have been in a great many public audiences, I have had the privilege 
of speaking to many, and havespoken to a great many juries, sometimes 
when questions of life and death were trembling in the balance. I know 
what it is to have the most intense attention from listeners, but I do not 
know that I ever saw an audience where every eye was so riveted upon me, 
and every ear intent upon what I had to say, as was that of the boys to 
whom it was my privilege to speak at Glenwood. As I looked over that 
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audience I saw many boys, who in their unreclaimed wildness on the streets 
of Chicago I had seen brought in before the criminal court. They came 
into the criminal court with their faces dirty, their hair sticking through 
their hats and their toes through their shoes. They seemed to be reclaimed. 
I saw them there “clothed and in their right minds,” singing the songs of 
the kingdom, and listening devoutly to the prayer which was offered by the 
devout man who came there to speak to them. I have been in many 
congregations presided over by ministers, and I have heard our reverend 
. gentlemen open this meeting with prayer, but these boys can beat us all in 
joining in these devotions; all of them bowed their heads so beautifully. 
I know that some of them never heard a prayer until they went out there. 
If they had it had never had any effect upon them, because when I first saw 
them before the criminal court they were as good candidates for the States 
Prison and the gallows as you could find anywhere: but out there under the 
benign influences of Mrs. Harrison and Mr. Dudley, it seems that these 
spirits from the tombs have become orderly and subjective to the laws of 
‘society. 

The great difficulty with the boys which are brought before our criminal 
courts, is that they have no sense of order, no sense of law, no sense of obli- 
gation; they are a law unto themselves, and, like all potentates and rulers, 
have no hesitation in exercising their own law. It is not an unusual thing to 
see boys eight, and ten years of age, come into court with a gun in their 
hands, who have held up some schoolmate, and compelled him to throw up 
both hands, while they went through his pockets, according to the most ap- 
proved highway methods, and in dead earnest about it, too. Once ina while 
we have make-believe robbers, but a good many of them are sincere; they 
intend to take the money and keep it. They come before the criminal courts, 
but they are so young that there is no place to put them, and our judges are 
compelled to turn them out into the street. They are not old enough to be 
amenable to the law; no boy, until he has reached ten years, at least, and 
‘supposably fourteen, is accredited with the capacity to commit crime, and it 
is only making a criminal of him for us to send him to the House of Correc- 
tion, or to jail, or to the Reform School at Pontiac. The school at Pontiac 
is a splendid institution; good men are exercising control there; but the boys 
do not meet there the heart and soul of the living God, breathing through 
such a woman as Mrs. Harrison. The boy, when he gets to be twelve or 
fourteen years of age, becomes an iceberg; his heart isa polar sea, into which 
permits no one to voyage, and when he goes to the Reform School at this age 
he generally comes out as he goes in. Perhaps some are reformed, but 
the larger number are brought to us again by a policeman, who says: “ This 
is a bad boy; he must be sent to the Reform School.” 

The boy who goes to this training school, which you are engaged in 
supporting, comes out with a character, with a record of having been associ- 
ated with such persons as Mr. Dudley and Mrs. Harrison; of having had 
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Mr. Chumasero, Mr. Page, Mr. George, and these ladies and other gentle- 
men who are here to-day, interested in him. He comes out feeling, as he 
embarks upon the sea of life, that he starts from a port inhabited by the 
souls of such people as support this institution. It is an inspiration to him, 
and he goes out with his heart charged with high ambition. 

The boy coming from the Reform School goes out feeling that he 
wears upon his forehead the brand of the criminal; when he goes forth into 
the world people will look upon him as a boy out of the Reform School; 


there is a blush upon his face, and he feels the disgrace. He knows that. 


his old companions will point the finger of scorn at him, as a boy fresh from 
the Reform School. Of course the disgrace is notso great as coming from 
the penitentiary, but he has no ambition to go back among the old scenes, 
and commingle with his old associates; he feels ashamed of himself. But 
when a boy goes into this institution, you all take him to your hearts, and he 
feels the mighty love pulsating in your bosoms, and he goes out from there 
possessing, in all his being, new life, new ambition. This work is splendid. 
O take right hold of the boy! God has no hand but yours. We are all 
of us the hand of the great God; He has been trying all these centuries 
to build up this world, and the reason He goes so slow is because He has no 
hand but ours. You are helping these boys and snatching them away from 


the criminal court, where the atmosphere is so stifling that a man can hardly - 


enter into it without becoming a criminal. I feel myself almost asphyxi- 
ated at times by the surroundings and influences found there. 


You alluded, Mr. President, to the contrast between the expense of . 


convicting a criminal and the expense of harboring him in what I may call 
your house of refuge, your home, your heart, into which you take him. It 
costs a great deal to punish a criminal; I suppose every criminal who is con- 
victed in our courts costs over a hundred doilars. It generally takes a day 
to try a case, it costs twenty dollars for the judge to sit there, two juries are 
twenty-four dollars a piece, it costs about ten dollars a day for the prosecu- 
tor, there are eight or ten bailiffs in each court who get in the neighborhood 
of two or three dollars a day, and by the time we get through and the boy 
or man is convicted, it has cost about one hundred dollars if it is only one 
day, and often the trial runs a week. One hundred dollars a day fora 
week is six hundred dollars to convict a criminal, and it comes out of the 
people, out of the taxes of the State. 

Speaking in the line of your suggestion that the public authorities 
should come to your aid, it would be a great deal better that the authori- 
ties should come to the aid of an institution like this, give it their support, 
build cottages on your farm and save the six hundred dollars. You hold 
the boy in restraint until he is sixteen or eighteen years of age and there 1s 
very little danger from him afterwards, especially if he comes from the 
model Home at Glenwood. My boys don’t get any such training. A 
father can hardly insist on these restraints, and these boys who are under 
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that discipline for six or eight years will go out im the world and be straight 
men, or else the devil is so inbred in them that you couldn’t save them any- 
how, You have a right to goto the public authorities and ask that they aid 
this institution with more money than they have in the past. 

I want to speak of some things that I saw out there. After the de- 
votional services | went through the cottages, which I understand were 
built by some of the ladies who are present to-day, and I also saw that gar- 
den of the Lord which I understand was contributed by Mr. George. I 
saw those boys playing in what I denominate a perfect garden. I suppose 
a great many go there who never drew a breath of pure air before; they 
who are born in the gutters, in the slums, in the basements, of drunken 
parents who come to our criminal courts and try to get them away when 
the judges are ready to turn them over to you; wicked fathers and mothers 
who try to induce the judge to let them go for no other purpose than they 
may make them steal again in order that they may get for themselves 
liquor to drink. I saw boys who come to us two or three times a year, who 
go to the Bridewell, to the House of Correction and other places, but they 
can’t be made to stay. Somehow, when they get out to Glenwood they 
can’t get away, they are bound to stay with you. You are engaged in a 
grand cause and I say to you, press forward in this splendid work. I went 
through Mrs. Wallace’s cottage and I tell you there are lots of boys who 
haven’t as nice a home, thousands of them. The boys go into these homes 
and become attached to them, and these waifs are made men of, redeemed 
from the streets. You are engaged in a glorious work, and coming gene- 
rations will rise up and call you blessed. I speak with a heart that is filled 
with appreciation. You are doing more for Cook County to-day than the 
State’s Attorney is doing, and he is getting seven thousand dollars a year 
for his work. You and this Institution are worth more to Cook County 
than two State’s Attorneys, every year. Keep on in the good work, and if 
I can aid youin any way I shall be only too glad todoit. My life, my 
hand, my soul are at the service of mankind. We want to lift these boys 
up and make them honest, law-abiding citizens of Chicago. Great Chicago, 
World’s Fair City, which is set on a hill and cannot be hid. All the 
nations of the world are looking at it, and when they come here to behold 
the glory and wealth which the merchant princes have poured into her lap, 
let them go to Glenwood and see the work which you are engaged in, and 
then go out and establish kindred institutions in other parts of the world. 
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HOW TO GET CHILDREN FROM THE ILLINOIS SCHOOL OF 
AGRICULTURE AND MANUAL TRAINING FOR BOYS. 


First, we are neither sectarian nor sectional. Several denominations are 
represented in our Board, and children of eighteen nationalities in the Home. 

We take every boy committed to us by the court, unless there is some 
disease, either of body or mind, that will prevent him from being placed ina. 
good Christian home. ; 

After a suitable preparation under the instruction of competent teachers. 
we place the child in a home, either for legal adoption, or indenture, and he 
must enjoy all the privileges of the family, as would a son 

The Institution continues to hold the legal control of the child. If the 
party receiving him becomes dissatisfied after a fair trial, he may return the — 
_ child, at his own expense, to us, but to no other person. 

If we become dissatisfied with the home, we reserve the right to remove 
the child at any time. 

No relative of any child thus placed can interefere or remove the child 
without becoming amenable to the law, and prosecution will immediately 
follow. Every effort possible will be made to place brothers in the same 
locality. The most vigilant watch and care will be had over every child 
taken from our home, by the managers; and any attempt to secrete such 
child from us will be followed by a removal. 

It is desirable, but not absolutely necessary, that applicants for children 
visit the school. A letter-written to the General Manager describing the 
child desired, as to age, and such other conditions as cover the important 
points which the applicant desires to have considered in selecting a child, will 
enable him to determine at once whether there is any child that would do. 

The Manager will at once give the applicant information as to his ability 
to furnish the child desired or one nearly in accordance with the description. 
The one most nearly satisfying the description will be selected and informa- 
tion given as to the further steps necessary. | 

In sending the application to the Manager, the applicant should give 
the names of two or three responsible citizens to whom the Manager may 
refer as to the applicant’s fitness to take the child sought, and no application 
will be noticed without such reference or good recommendations. 
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If the application is approved, and references satisfactory, the appli- 
cant will be notified. He will then be required to send money enough to 
pay the expenses of the child from the school to his destination, and should 
state at what time he will be at the station to meet the child. 

All children go on three months’ trial. The applicant will be required 
to sign a receipt for the child, like the form on page 42. 

Should anything be at all unsatisfactory, it is only necessary to write 
the General Manager, who will adjust, so far as practicable, all matters 
properly needing attention. 

It may be stated, that while there are a great many desirable children 
in the Home, they are not all perfect, and if applicants will expect to bear 
for a while with some faults, they will be the more sure of securing a boy 
who will remain with them. 

If after sufficient trial, at any time before the expiration of the three 
months, the party should desire to have the child indentured to him, he can 
notify the General Manager, who will have the indenture papers, like the 
form on page 43 filled out and properly executed. If it is found desirable 
to adopt the child as his own, proper instructions will be sent, on applica- 
tion to the General Manager. 

At is the intention of the managers to have every child placed in a home, 
visited as often as practicable, and the General Manager will be required to 
visit them at least once a year. 
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PLACING IN FAMILIES. 


No task connected with the management of the home is more delicate 
than that of procuring proper persons to become the foster parents of chil- 
dren. The boy, for instance, may be amiable, of good habits and disposi-— 
tion. The foster parents may also be good people. If, however, there is — 
a wide dissimilarity of tastes between them, the new home will not be 
pleasant for either the child or the parent. There should be an inherent 
affiliation between them, a kind of community of interest; and before the 
indenture or decree of adoption is finally executed, the Manager should thor- 
oughly investigate the surroundings, the circumstances, vocation, the prob- 
ability of the parties adapting themselves to each other, the ability to 
properly rear and educate the child, and the general repute of those seeking 
the adoption. An Agent that is a good judge of human nature, one who 
has read mez as well as books, would not make many mistakes. It is a 
grave trust, to be made responsible for the future career of the little ones, 
who will soon be men, and who will take our places on the stage of action. 
Children should not remain in the school any longer than is necessary to 
give them that training and discipline that will make them desirable acqui- 
sitions in any well regulated household. To give them a mere institutional 
life is not the purpose of the Home. It has a higher and nobler mission. 
It seeks out the helpless little ones, who are the innocent victims of the 
afflicted and unfortunate; homeless little waifs exposed to the elements and 
to scenes of debauchery and crime. It shelters, subsists, clothes, trains and 
educates them for a higher and better life. Then whena family is found 
and it adopts a child in some degree of mutual affinity, it is safe to predict 
that each will be a blessing to the other.

Section 1, Any reputable person may become a life member of this Associa- 
tion upon payment to the Treasurer of one hundred dollars, or by a vote of the Board 
of Directors; and each life member shall be entitled to one vote at all meetings of the 
Association, and one additional vote for each additional one hundred dollars paid by 
him or her. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors of this Association shall consist of eight mem- 
bers, two of whom may be women; the President and Secretary being ex-officio 
members. At the first annual meeting after the adoption of this amendment, said 
Board of eight Directors shall be elected as follows: Two for one year, three 
for two years and three for three years, and at each annual meeting thereafter the terms 
of those expiring shall be filled for three years. Said board shall exercise such powers 
as are authorized by statute; have the management of the property and affairs of the 
Association, and perform such other duties as shall be provided for by the By-Laws; and 
in case of the death, resignation or removal from Cook county of any member of the 
Board, the vacancy may be filled by the remaining directors at any lawful meeting of 
the Board. 


OFFICERS. it 


Sec. 3. The officers of this Association shall consist of a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Treasurer, Superintendent, and such other officers or agents as shall 
from time to time be provided for by the Board of Directors. The officers shall be 
elected by said Board, and shall hold their respective offices for one year, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified, provided, that any officer or agent may be 
removed for cause, by a vote of two-thirds of the Directors, when the interest of the 
Association shall require it. 
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DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 
Association and of the Board of Directors, and to have the general care and super- 
vision of the affairs of the corporation; and it shall be the duty of the Vice-President. 
to perform the duties of the President in case of his absence, or other inability. 


Sec. 5. The Secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings of the Association 
and of the Board of Directors and perform such other duties as he shall, from time 
to time, be requested to perform by the Board of Directors. 


Src. 6. The Treasurer shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, if so- 
required by the Board of Directors, execute a bond to the corporation, to be approved. 
by the Board, with a condition therein that he will faithfully account for all money 
that may come into his hands, and pay the same over as he shall from time to time 
be required by the Board; and will in all things faithfully perform the duties of his 
office under the direction of the Board of Directors. 


Sec. 7. No money shall be paid out by the Treasurer except pursuant to the 
direction of the Board, and then only upon an order drawn by the Secretary and 
countersigned by the President, which shall specify the particular purpose for which 
the same is drawn; except, that the Directors may by resolution direct the payment 
of small sums for current or incidental expenses. 


Sec. 8. The books of account of the Treasurer shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the members of the Board, and he shall deliver the same to his suc- 
cessor in office, together with all moneys and other property of the Association in 
his hands. He shall make a report whenever required by the Board of Directors, of 
the condition of the finances of the Association. | 


In all appropriations of money by the Board of Directors the vote shall be taken 
by ayes and noes, and the result entered upon record. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Sec. g. There shall be appointed by the Board of Directors an Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of three members, who shall hold monthly or more frequent 
meetings, prescribe its own order of business, report its own acts and doings by its. 
Chairman to the Board of Directors at their regular meetings, and oftener if required. 


The Executive committee shall act for the Board of Directors during the inter- 
vals between its regular meetings, establish rules and regulations for government 
of the institution, prescribe the course of study, devise plans and organize measures: 
for raising funds, and for this purpose may employ canvassers and other agents, and 
generally do all that is necessary for the successful operation and benefit of the 
institution. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


Sec. 10. The Superintendent shall have personal charge of the institution and 
its property; engage and discharge all employes of the institution, under the super- 
vision of the Board of Directors and the Executive Committee; shall make monthly 
reports of the Superintendent’s doings -to said Committee; shall keep a personal 
record of each boy received into and discharged from the institution, and a correct 
account of all money received and disbursed by such Superintendent, with vouchers. 
for the same, . 
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MEETINGS. 


Sec. 11. The annual meeting of this Association, for the purpose of electing 
members of the Board of Directors, and the transaction of other business of the 
Association, shall be held in the City of Chicago, on the third Tuesday in May in 
each year. A written or printed notice of said annual meeting, signed by the Sec- 
retary, or in case of his disability, by the President, shall be mailed to each of the 
directors and members of the Association, and a similar notice shall be published 
in some newspaper of Chicago at least ten days before said day of meeting. 


Src. 12. The business at the annual meeting shall be conducted in the following 
order, viz.: 


(1) The hearing of the reports of the officers and directors. 
(2) The general business of the Association. 
(3) The election of the Board of Directors, which shall be conducted by ballot. 


SEc. 13. Special meetings of the members of this Association may be called by 
order of the Board of Directors, by giving notice thereof in the manner provided in 
the preceding section, provided notice of such special meeting shall set fore the 
particular business to be proposed at such meeting. 


DEC 14. The Board of Directors of the Association shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings on the third Tuesday of May, August, November and February of each 
year, written or printed notices of which meeting shall be given by the Secretary;

the Executive Committee or the President.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR AND AID TRAINING SCHOOLS FOR BOYS. 


Approved Fune 18, 1883. Ln force Fuly 1, 1883. L. 1883, p. 168. 


Incorporation authorized.) § 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State 
of Illinois, represented in General Assembly: That any seven or more persons, residents of 
this State, who may organize, or have organized, under the generai laws of the State, re- 
lating to corporations, for the purpose of establishing, maintaining and carrying on a train- 
ing school for boys, shall have, under the corporate name assumed, all the powers, rights 
and privileges of corporations of this State, not for pecuniary profit: Provided, however, 


that any persons organized, or who may hereafter organize as above set forth desiring to | 


avail themselves of the provisions of this Act, shall first obtain the consent of the Gover- 
nor thereto in writing,which consent must be filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 


78. Object._How maintained.) § 2. The object of training schools 
for boys shall be to provide a home and proper training school for such boys as may be 
committed to their charge; and they shall be maintained by voluntary contributions, ex- 
cepting as hereinafter provided. 


79. Petition to Establish Dependency—Parties.) § 3. Any re- 
sponsible person, a resident of any county in the State, may petition the county court, or 
any court of record in said county, to inquire into the alleged dependency of any boy 
then within the county, and every boy who shall come within the following description 
shall be considered a dependent boy, viz.: Every boy who frequents any street, alley or 
other place for the purpose of begging or receiving alms; every boy who shall have no 
permanent place of abode, proper parental care or guardianship; every boy who shall not 
have sufficient means of subsistence,or who from other cause shall be a wanderer through 
streets and alleys or other public places; and every boy who shall live with, or frequent 
the company of, or consort with reputed thieves or other vicious persons. The petitioner 
shall also state the name of the father and mother of the boy, if living and if known, or 
if either be dead, the name of the survivor, if known; and if neither the father nor mother 
of the boy be living or to be found in the county, or their names to be ascertained, then 
the name of the guardian, if there be one. If there be a parent living, whose name can 
be. ascertained, or a guardian, the petition shall set forth not only the dependency of the 
_boy, but shall also show either that the parents or parent or guardian are or is not fit 
persons or person to have the custody of such boy, or that if fit, the father, mother or 
guardian consents or consent to the boy being found dependent. Such petition shall be 
verified by oath upon the belief of the petitioner, and upon being filed, the judge of the 
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court shall have the boy named in the petition brought before him for the purpose of 
determining the application in said petition contained, and for the hearing of such petition 
the county court shall be considered always open. 


SO. Hearing—Jary—Commitments.] § 4. Upon the filing of such 
petition, the clerk of the court shall issue a writ to the sheriff of the county, directing 
him to bring such boy before the court, to order a jury to be summoned to ascertain 
whether such boy is a dependent as alleged in said petition, and also to find if the other 
allegations are true, and if found to be such they shall find his age in their verdict; and 
when such boy shall be without counsel it shall be the duty of the court to assign counsel 
for him; and if the jury shall find that the boy named in the petition is a dependent boy, 
and that the other facts set forth in the petition are true, and in the opinion of the judge 
he is a fit person to be sent to a training school for boys, the judge shall enter an order 
that such boy be committed to a training school for boys in the county, if there be such 
in the county; butif there be no such school in the county, then to any training school 
for boys in the State, to be in such school kept and maintained until he shall arrive at 
the age of twenty-one years, unless sooner discharged therefrom in the manner hereafter 
provided. Before the hearing aforesaid notice shall be given to the parents or parent or 
guardian of the boy, if to be found in the county, and also to the chairman of the county 
board of the county, of the proceedings about to be instituted, and they may appear and 
resist the same. . 


$1. Appointment of Guardian—Consent of Parents.] § 5. If 
the court finds as in the preceding section, it shall further order of record that such boy 
has no guardian, or that his guardian or parent or parents is or are not fit person or 
persons to have custody of such boy, or that the parent, parents or guardian consent, as 
the case may be, and the court shall thereupon appoint a guardian of the custody and 
tuition of such boy, and no bond shall be required of such guardian, and such guardian 
shall permit such boy to be placed under the care and in the custody of such training 
school for boys as herein provided, 


$82. Warrant for Commitment.] §6. A warrant shall thereupon be 
issued in duplicate by the clerk to some suitable person, a resident of the State, to be 
designated by the judge, authorizing him or her to take in charge and care for the 
dependent boy named in said order, and convey him to the training school for boys to 
which he is committed, and said warrant shall be substantially as follows:

84, Fees for conveying dependent boy.] §5. The fees for convey- 
ing a dependent boy to a training scayol for boys shall be the same as for conveying a 
juvenile offerd r to the Reform School for Juvenile Offenders at Pontiac, in this State, 
and they shall be paid by the counties from which such dependent boys are sent, unless 
they are paid by the parent or guardian. 


85. Support to be paid by Counties—Age for Commitment. | 
$9. For clothing, tuition, maintenance and care of dependent boys the county from 
which they are sent shall pay the training school for boys to which they may be com- 
mitted as follows: For each dependent boy under the age of ten years, eight dollars per 
month; for each dependent boy over ten and under fourteen years of age, seven dollars 
per month; for each dependent boy over fourteen and under eighteen years of age, six 
dollars per month; for each crippled and disabled boy of any age, nine dollars per 
month. Provided that no boy shall be committed whose age shall be over seventeen 
years, and upon the proper officer rendering proper accounts therefor, quarterly, the 
county board shall allow and order the same paid out of the county treasury. Provided, 
that no charge shall be made against any county by any training school for boys on 
account of any dependent boy in the care thereof who shall have been by said school 
put out to trade or employment or for adoption after he shall have been, and as long as 
he shall remain so put out: Provided that no charge shall be made against any county 
for the support and maintenance of such boy or boys unless the county from which said 
boy or boys shall come, first shall have contracted with said training school for boys for 
the support and maintenance of said boy or boys. 


86, Officers to Receive, Care for and Control Boys.] § 10. The 
officers and managers of any training school for boys in this State shali receive into such 
school all boys not idiotic and not afflicted with a contagious disease, committed thereto 


under the provisions of this Act, shall have the exclusive custody, care and guardian- | 


ship of such boys, shall provide for their support and comfort, instruct them in such 
branches of useful knowledge as may be suited to their years and capacities, and shall 
cause them to be taught or trained in some trade or industrial pursuit, and for the pur- 
pose of their education and training, and that they may assist in their own support, they 
shall be required to perform such tasks suitable to their years and sex as may be pre- 
scribed by such officers and managers, and as may be reasonable and proper. 


87. Boys may be Placed in Homes or Apprenticed to Trades,] 
§ 11. Any boy committed under the provisions of this Act to a training school for boys, 
may, by the officers and managers of said school, be placed in the home of any good 
citizen, upon such terms and for such purpose and time as may be agreed upon, or he 
may be given to any suitable person of good character who will adopt him, or he may be 
bound to any reputable citizen as an apprentice to learn any trade, or as servant to follow 
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any employment which in the judgment of said officers and managers will be for his advan- 
tage; and all and singular of the provisions of the Act entitled “An Act to revise the 
law in relation to apprentices,” approved February 25, 1874, in force July 1, 1874, in so 
far as they are applicable, shall apply to and be binding upon such officers and managers, 
upon such boy and upon the person to whom such boy may be bound; Provided, that 
any disposition made of any boy under this Act shall not bind him beyond his majority ; 
and, provided further, that such officers and managers shall havea supervising care over 
such boy after he shall be so put out, to see that he is properly treated and cared for; and 
in case such boy iscruelly treated, or is neglected, or the terms on which he shall have 
been put out to any person be not observed, then it shall be the duty of such officers and 
managers to take and receive such boy again into the custody, care and protection of 
said training school. And said officers and managers shall have power to reclaim any 
boy put out to any person under the terms of this Act without the consent of the person 
to whom the boy may be so put out, whenever, in the judgment of the said officers and 
managers the boy shall be cruelly treated, neglected in training, proper instruction or 
otherwise, or not properly cared for. 


$8. Discharge of Inmates.] £12. Any boy committed to a training 
school for boys, under the provisions of this Act, may be discharged therefrom at any 
time in accordance with the rules thereof when, in the judgment of the officers and 
managers, the good of the boy or the good of the school would be promoted by such 
discharge, and the Governor may at any time order the discharge of any boy committed 
to a training school under the provisions of this Act. 


$9. Supervision by Board of State Charities—State Appro- 
priations Prohibited.] § 13. All training schools for boys in this State, organ- 
ized under this Act, shall be subject to the same visitation, inspection and supervision of 
the Board of State Commissioners of Public Charities as the charitable institutions of 
the State. But no such training school shall receive an appropriation from the State for 
any purpose, and any school receiving an appropriation from the State shall not have the 
benefit of the provisions of this Act. | 


90. Courts Committing Boys May Order Discharge.] § 14. 
The court committing any boy toa training school under the provisions of this Act, 
shall have power, at any time after making such commitment, upon proper showing, to 
order the discharge of the boy or his restoration to his parents. And shall also have 
power generally to make all orders relative to boys committed by such court, in order to 
apply the benefits of this Act to such boys; and for the purpose of reclaiming such boys, 
the court may send its writ to any county in this State. Appeals as in other cases shall 
be allowed from all final orders made by such court under this Act.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN:—It seems to me that upon this our 
sixth annual meeting we have every reason for congratulation by all 
interested in our charity. That we can heartily congratulate ourselves 
upon the entire conditions of our school, and can look with pride upon 
the successful culmination of our efforts to establish it as one of the 
leading charities of our city, one which combines more than any other. 
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We have supplied a want long needed in our midst, but never before 
provided, and we can now feel assured that we are upon a solid basis- 
We have fully demonstrated the necessity of our work; we have 
shown, and are daily showing, the benefits to human kind resulting 
from it, and believe our school is recognized by all who have in any 
manner interested themselves in it, as one of the greatest institutions of 
our city; one whose work is without limit, and whose benefits will 
redound to its glory for all time to come. 

Six years ago our school was chartered. We were without means, 
without support of any kind; our future was uncertain, our mere sus- 
tenance from day to day a serious problem, our existence was practi- 
cally unknown. Stimulated by the importance of the work, and of 
what we knew the necessities to be, having investigated the number 
and condition of the boys needing our care; tracing their progress 
from the streets as vagrants, to crime and its attendant misery, and 
ultimate imprisonment in our jails; realizing the fact that the boys of 
to-day were to be the men of the future, the few in interest persisted in 
their efforts, day by day, month by month, year by year; we have 
steadily grown; we have persistently worked, until we now feel 
strong and fully confident that we are a success; that our efforts have 
culminated in the accomplishment of our purpose, viz.: The perma- 
nent establishment for the protection and care of homeless, friendless 
and neglected boys. 

We have during the six years cared for 1,054 boys. 

We have placed in homes where they are clothed, educated and well 
cared for, 851. 

The cost per capita has been $97.15. ; 

Our present inventory of property shows convincingly our financial 
success and progress. 

We have in lands and buildings, at value, $189,615.27. 

Our indebtedness is $5,857.28. 

Is any comment necessary? Are not the statements in and of them- 
selves conclusive? It seems to me that nothing need be added. 

We are justified in feeling very proud of our work, and we do. 
We are thankful to our friends who have made it possible for us to 
accomplish what we have. We desire to still further increase our use- 
fulness and extend our influence. Wecan use more cottages. More 
boys than we can accommodate need our care. We need more funds 
for the purpose, and that we may add educational and manual training 
advantages; that our boys may be made competent in some trade 
which will enable them to be self-supporting when they leave us. 
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I do not deem it necessary to comment upon our management. It 
seems to me that our results are a stronger proof of its wisdom and 
efficiency than any commendation I might make. 

Our Secretary and Superintendent have prepared detailed state- 
ments, which, I am sure, will be listened to with interest. 

We trust that with the beginning of our Seventh Year our friends 
will continue their generous aid and encouragement, that we mav fur- 
her add to and enlarge our sphere of usefulness.

WILLIE CUNNINGHAM SIX MONTHS’ AFTER ENTERING 
THE HOME. 
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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY AND 
GENERAL MANAGER. 


Mr. President and Members of the Association: 


Lapirs AND GENTLEMEN:—The year just closing marks the 
sixth annual period of our life and work as an organization, the use- 
fulness of which has been fully proved, while its possibilities are limit- 
less. Founded under great difficulties, and necessitating manifold and 
continual sacrifices, both of time and money, on the part of its projec- 
tors, this association has continued for six years a career of progressive 
growth unexampled in the history of philanthropic endeavor. 

As we turnto view our present surroundings and realize what has 
been done in so brief a period for a class hitherto neglected and forgot- 
ten, our hearts are filled with thankfulness that we have been enabled to 
do something, at least, to diminish the sum of human misery; to raise 
from the gutter the unfortunate children of the Republic, to afford to 
hundreds of the scorned and neglected an opportunity to become good 
and useful citizens. 

We look back to our early days of trial and tribulation, and we for- 
get them when we see what has already been accomplished in redeem- 
ing children from the streets and slums; from vice and pauperism; 
from the certainty of the jail and Bridewell, and the possibility of the 
penitentiary. 

During the twelve months just past our progress has been great. 
Chicago is growing asno city ever grew before, and the claims on us 
increase in like proportion. The past year has ‘been an extremely 
busy one, crowded with great care and arduous labor, but it has brought 
with it a rich reward, in that we have been enabled to extend our 
sphere of usefulness and to provide on a larger scale for the depen- 
dent class whom we have specially selected for protection and assist- 
ance. 


» 
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During the past year the Board of Directors have held their regular 
monthly meetings, supplemented by special meetings when such were 
required. Attendance on such gatherings is a tax upon business men, 
whose time is of value, and we are under great obligations to the 
Directory for the able and efficient manner in which they have per- 
formed their duties. To their conscientious efforts is due in great part 
the success of this important work. 

The Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee have, during this year, as in the 
past, given invaluable aid, but as their report will be presented in detail, 
I refrain from further comment. 

One year ago we had in the school 194 boys. During the past 
twelve months 234 new inmates were received and 12 who had been 
previously placed were returned, making a total of 440 cared for dur- 
ing the year. Of this number 237 were placed in homes or returned 
to their families or friends, leaving in the school on May 1, 1893, 203 
boys. 

In order to protect the interests and guard the welfare of the boys 
whorin we have placed on farms and elsewhere, the services of a com- 
petent agent, Mr. J. A. West, were secured. During the last three 
months he went through the states of Iowa, Minnesota, and Dakota, 
where most of our graduates are located, and personally visited 125 
boys. From his report, and from letters from our advisory agents at 
other points, it is evident that all of our boys who have been placed 
out are doing well. There was but one exception to this gratifying 
record, and in that case the boy was transferred to more congenial 
surroundings. All the boys visited regularly attended school, while 
one sent out five years ago had become a teacher in a high school in a 
Minnesota village, and another was attending college. 

Every year adds to the task imposed upon us, not only in caring for 
new recruits, but in watching over the welfare of those whom we 
have sent out into the world. We have been fortunate indeed in the 
selection of homes for our boys, as we have been careful in placing 
them, and it must be remembered that while twelve boys were 
returned during the year, these came from the whole number placed 
out in six years. 


FARM. 


Notwithstanding the unfavorable season our farm has proved a 
source of revenue, as well as offering to our pupils an opportunity of 
acquiring exactly the knowledge which is calculated to be useful to 
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them in their country homes. The older boys take readily to agricul- 
tural pursuits, and become greatly interested in the farm work. In 
addition to the hay and coarse forage used by our stock, the quanti- 
ties and values of our farm products were as follows:

Something should be said about our financial condition, We 
have renewed our contract with Cook County for the current year, 
for the board and tuition of a certain number of dependent boys, sent 
to the school by order of the County Court, and from this source we 
expect to receive $12,000 during the year. We have also contracts 
with Kane, La Salle, Peoria, Macon, Du Page, Douglas and Massac 
counties, for the care of a limited number of boys, and from these we 
shall receive this year about $1,000. Contributions from the parents 
and friends of some of the boys will amount to probably $3,000, so 
that our total income for the year will amount to $16,000. The es- 
timated cost of caring for the boys during the coming year is $25,000, 
and $1,000 will be needed for repairs. This leaves us with the neces- 
sity of raising at least $10,000 by voluntary contributions. 

Not only is this the case, but the demands upon us are constantly 
increasing. In order to keep pace with the situation we urgently need 
an extension of our facilities. New cottages are required, and these 
necessitate additional expense for furniture. During the past year 
the Charles B. Pope Cottage has been constructed and furnished at 
an expense of $7,000 by the generosity of Mrs. Pope. 

A friend, who has watched our progress from the initiation of 
this work, has shown his approval of the judicious management and 
value of the movement by the contribution of the munificent sum of 
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$25,000 in cash. The only conditions imposed are that the amount 
shall be exclusively used on the main part of the Administration 
Building, and that the name of the donor shall not be made public. 
We would be indeed glad to receive other contributions under the 
same limitations, 

This princely benefaction is being expended under the direction 
of the Board, for the purpose designated, and the new building is rap- 
idly approaching completion. We need funds for the erection of a 
Hospital, a Chapel and a Manual Training School Building, and for 
these we confidently appeal to enlightened and open-hearted philan- 
thropy. 

During the six years since the organization of the School, we 
have received and cared for 1,054 boys. Of this number we have 
placed in homes or restored to friends 851, leaving in the school on 
May ist, 203 inmates. The total cost of caring for each boy during 
his school life has been $97.15; not a high price to pay for such a result. 

There is not in the whole list of charitable work any one more 
practical, more economical and affording better results than that in 
which we are engaged. Street boys growing up in ignorance and 
vice to culminate in crime, are redeemed from their evil surroundings 
and afforded an opportunity to learn the lessons of honesty, industry 
and morality. The change effected within a few months is astonish- 
ing. Even with the boys who have already served one or more 
terms in the County Jail or Bridewell, a few months work a mar- 
velous change. Mothers come to us to beg our aid in saving their 
unruly boys from the evil influences of the street and the saloon, and 
from the contamination of bad companions. Many boys after spend- 
ing a year at the training school and acquiring habits of industry, 
have been restored to their families. The gratitude of their parents 
is manifested by the visits paid to the School, and the heartfelt thanks 
of the mothers of the boys. I am confident that if the question of the 
maintenance of this School could be submitted toa popular vote, every 
taxpayer and citizen would gladly record his ballot in its favor. 

For the information of the public at large, as well as for the mem- 
bers of our Association who may not be fully acquainted with the law 
under which we are organized, it should be stated that this is not a 
public, State or municipal institution, but a private charity, organized 
under the general laws of the state of Illinois, and authorized to 
receive from the Courts, after public hearing of their cases, boys of 
any age up to seventeen years, who come within the following cate- 
gory: “Every boy who frequents any street, alley or other public 
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place for the purpose of begging or receiving alms; every boy who 
shall have no permanent place of abode, no proper parental care or 
guardianship; every boy who shall not have sufficient means of sub- 
sistence, or who from other causes shall be a wanderer through the 
streets and alleys and other public places; and every boy who shall 


live with, or frequent the company of, or consort with reputed thieves, 
or other vicious persons.” Such boys are declared “Dependent boys,” 


and are committed by the Courts to the care and custody of our school. 

A more thorough knowledge of our institution and its practical 
operation by the public would be not only advantageous to the school, 
but to the people of the city and state. Everything in connection with 
the workings of the school, its records and vouchers, the work it has 
done, and its plans for increased usefulness, is open to all. 

We respectfully ask every man or woman who takes an interest in 
the welfare of dependent boys to visit the school, for the more that is 
known about it the greater will be its opportunities for good. 

The thanks of this Association are justly due to the Mayor of Chi- 
cago, the General Superintendent of Police, and the Press of the City, 
which has treated us most liberally,‘and to all our patrons who have 
so generously contributed to the support of our school. 

With a sincere desire on my part to carry out the wishes of this 
Association as delegated to me by your Board of Directors, I have 
used my utmost endeavors to faithfully perform my duties and to ful- 
fill the trust committed to my care. As I review the work of the six 
years of our life, I feel that although we may not have attained to that 
degree of perfection to which we have aimed, and towards which we 
are still striving, at the same time I believe that just cause exists for 
congratulation upon the beneficial results already attained,-and that we 
have equally good reason to entertain a confident hope for the future. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my sincere thanks to the officers 
and employes of the institution for the faithful manner in which they 


have performed their respective duties, and to the members of the 


Board of Directors for uniform kindness and assistance extended to 
me upon all occasions.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE ASSOCIATION: It has 
been a great pleasure to me to be one of the workers in this Associa- 
tion for the six years of its existence. 

Gradually the work has grown until it has attained the magnitude 
of to-day, when not so much that has been actually done as what we 
see can be and needs to be done, looms up before us, and we seek to 
secure the aid and financial support of all good men and women to 
help “save the boys.”’ 

We are pleased to say the past year has not only been a busy and 
prosperous one, but has been one of the happiest of any of the former 
years; we feel that more good has been accomplished and greater 
results obtained. Our secretary has given you a detailed report of 
the placing of children into homes, the watchful care over them, and it | 
will not be necessary for me to repeat that part of the work. 

The correspondence with the boys has been very pleasant, they 
always express their gratitude for the home that sheltered them, and 
the kind friends that cared for them while here. Several of the first 
boys received in the home have paid us a visit during the year, many 
others are in families that intend to bring them to the World’s Fair. 
The boys have written they are coming home, and anxious to see all 
the friends that have been so kind to them. 

How different the letters that come to us from young men in the 
prisons, telling us if there had only been such a home for restless 
uneasy boys years ago, they might be free to-day, a father’s pride and 
a mother’s joy, now branded for life and fathers’ millions of money 
cannot remove the stigma attached to them. If you could all 
know more of this work and the good accomplished, as those that 
work in the Home, you would resolve to-day to do more than you have 
ever done to “save the boys.” The year has been one of great 
improvements in the addition of the lovely new cottage erected by 
Mrs. C. B. Pope, now filled with thirty happy boys saved from the 
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dangers that surrounded them when on the streets, they are now aspir- 
ing to an education that will elevate them to a true manhood. The 
beautiful edifice that will be completed this summer, donated by our 
unknown friend, no one can look upon without thanking God that 
the poor boys have such a dear friend. 

The library gift of $100 from Dr. D. K. Pearsons has been 
expended for a choice selection of books for the Pearson Library. 

In our new building we will have ten large bookcases and we hope 
many other friends of the association will contribute to the library 
this coming year. 

We wish to express many thanks to’B. F. Jacobs for furnishing us 
our Sunday School lesson leaves, to the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary and Northwestern University for our speakers for the Sun- 
day services. The Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee have been untiring in 
their efforts, we have enjoyed their visits at the Home and only 
wished they might have been more frequent, for they were always 
welcome. 

All of the holidays were appropriately celebrated. Mr. F. H. 
Follansbee and Wm. R. Page gave the boys a bountiful Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner, Mr. J. T. Chumasero and F. T. Haskell remembered them 
at their Christmas dinner. Mr. E. B. Butier, O. L. Dudley and many 
others sent in holiday gifts. On Fourth of July they had their annual 
picnic, going to the woods for the day; in the evening a fine display 
of fireworks furnished by Mr. Page and Dudley. Our directors have 
always taken great interest to have the boys enjoy the holidays and be 
made as happy as their own children. 

The health of the large family has been remarkable when we con- 
sider the condition of many of the children when they came to us. 
No contagious diseases has invaded our Home and no deaths during 
the six years of our existence. Dr. N. E. Oliver, who was appointed 
home physician, has been faithful to his charge; we all have great 
faith in his ability, feeling that we have a physician in our midst who 
can wisely aiminister to our physical needs. 

The work in woodwork department, machine shop, bakery, shoe 
shop and all domestic departments has been well and faithfully done. 

We hope in the near future some kind friends will erect more 
buildings for the Home. We have fitted up a shop room in the base- 
ment with machinery that was donated, the boys in that department 
have done good work* considering the time they have been 
receiving instructions. We trust that when the World’s Fair is 
over more attention will be given this charity from those who have 
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plenty of this world’s goods, that we may have a chapel, hospital, cen- 
tral steam plant, laundry and more shops for the Manual Training 
Department. 

Weexpress our thanks to the Chicago & Eastern Illinois, Lake Shore 
and Northwestern railroad companies for their kindness and generos- 
ity tothe Home. To the teachers and employes of the Home who 
have been earnest and faithful in the discharge of their various duties, I 
wish to express my sincere thanks. I have had many hard problems to 
solve in managing the 440 boys in the different departments, but with 
their assistance so cheerfully rendered, their patience and interest in the 
work, wehave spent a pleasant and profitable year together for the best 
interests of the Home.

EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT. 


The number registered in this department during the year was 
440, we have taught the common English branches, free hand and 
linear drawing, and music. 

The school rooms were so crowded we had to take the room for- 
merly used as a chapel and use for the 3rd and 4th grades and have 
four teachers. Our school is graded from kindergarten to 7th grade, 
we often have boys twelve and fourteen years old that cannot read or 
write, the kindergarten methods help to develop them rapidly. Every 
boy in the home is required to be in the school one-half day and one- 
half day at some kind of industry, so far as we have shop rooms 
for them, those we are not able to accommodate remain in the school 
both sessions. In the summer months several of the boys work on 
the farm and in the gardens; each boy in the Home has prepared a 
nice flower garden where he can study horticulture. 

Our school register is open for inspection to all, we are anxious 
that the public should know more of the work accomplished in our 
educational department. Smart boys, that some of our best city teachers 
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failed to manage have been sent here and taken up their work with 
such interest I have often wondered what has caused the gréat change 
in the boy. . 
Many discouragements attend our teaching efforts owing to the 
fact that our children are changed so frequently. Our teachers have 


been devoted and faithful in their efforts to elevate their pupils. The 


boys that leave our school are prepared to enter classes of a corre- 
sponding grade in other schools. 

I wish to express my sincere gratitude and thanks to the Board 
of Directors for their co-operation and support in carrying forward 
the work we all are so deeply interested in, trusting in God for the 
victory which he has promised those who do his will.

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REPORT OF THE AUXILIARY COM- 
MIPIEE. 


Lo the President and Officers of the School of Agriculture and 
Manual Training for Boys: 


It is almost impossible to put the work of your Auxiliary Commit- 
tee forthe past year in the form of a report. The work has not been 
of concentrated form, but of a general character; one of personal ef- 
fort, of observation and experience. To enable us to have a clear 
view of the work assigned us, so as to be able at any time and place to 
present the claims of the institution with clearness, and the warmth 
the subject calls for, we have looked over the work from its very be- 
ginning, its struggles, trials and hopes, noticing carefully the condi- 
tion of the boys consigned to your care, and the changes wrought in 
them after receiving it, the hopes given, the childish traits developed, 
and the affectionate gratitude shown by these otherwise homeless, 
desolate children; these observations have given us a clearer view of 
the work assigned us, and we have been enabled to tell the story of 
the growth and need of the school with greater warmth and earnest- 
ness. Our pleas for help have been more effective, and everywhere 
we have met with great encouragement. We have found that per- 
sonal effort is necessary to insure success. We feel that the future is 
bright with promise. 

Regular monthly meetings have been held with interesting reports 
from the different committees. Two new members have been added 
to the committee, and already their influence has been felt for good. 
Owing to the severe cold winter greater demands than usual pressed 
upon the clothing committee, and to relieve these as far as possible 
large quantities of second hand clothing were solicited, received and 
sent to the home; these with the clothing purchased, aided the Super- 
intendent in making all the boys comfortable. 
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To all who have thus assisted us, either with money or clothing our 
thanks are due. Wealso desire to acknowledge assistance from the 
following churches: Trinity, Immanual Baptist, Christ, Central 
Church Mission, Presbyterian at Woodlawn, Congregational at Oak 
Park, Unity, All-Souls, Hyde Park Presbyterian, Plymouth and 
Memorial Baptist; and to thank the management of the Sherman 
House and Auditorium Hotel for kindness shown in providing a room 
for our meetings.

It is my pleasure to present the report of Mrs. John Angus, Chair- 
man of the Visiting Committee, as follows: ; 


The Visiting Committee reports having visited the Home at various 
times during the past year. In each instance a most creditable condi- 
tion of affairs was found. It had been the wish of the committee to 
go down unannounced and unexpected, so as to find the boys in every 
day working order. This was accomplished in the last visit. If the 
Home could ever have been taken at a disadvantage, it was then. 
Excavation for the new front to the administration building was going 
on, and obstructed the main entrance so admission was gained through 
the kitchen, where, although one important servant was absent, the 
routine work was going on orderly, regularly and systematically; boys 
in their several departments as helpers performing their duties satis- 
factorily. The boys having finished their dinner, teachers and attend- 
ants were at theirs. In a very short time the visitors were served with 
some of the samedelicious soup which the boys had had for their dinner. 
The condition of floors, sinks and range were such as to gladden the 
heart of a housekeeper. The committee apologizes for dwelling on 
hese details, but believes that without the scrupulous attention to 
cleanliness, which has always been observed in this department, the 
uniform good health of the institution could not be kept up. Other

departments were visited, bakery, laundry, shoe-shop, wood-working, 
school rooms and a machine department not yet in working order. In 
_ every room order, attention, interest and apparent satisfaction were 
found. The affectionate manner of some of the boys in addressing 
Mrs. Harrison was touching. In the school room little ones sang 
songs of their own selection; older boys read in quite a creditable 
manner, and compared favorably with boys of corresponding ages in 
our public schools. In one room the boys were eager to show the 
work done on slates; and in the work-room were proud to show the 
results of their efforts. Touching accounts of the sort of rewards held 
out were given by Mrs. Harrison. Some members of the committee 
were present when one bright boy returned from an errand tothe city, 
giving the details of his errand ina manner which showed he was 
worthy of the confidence reposed in him. The absence of any serious 
sickness is comforting, and the angel of death which has desolated so 
many homes has passed this one by. A new member of the visiting 
committee, accustomed to public institutions in other states, considers 
the health report most remarkable; also the excellent ventilation of 
the rooms. 

The most satisfactory letters are received from boys sent to homes, 
telling of their present happy surroundings and thanking all concerned 
for thoughtful care and attention. The results of the last year’s 
work proves that next to having a home where father and mother are 
bringing up their children in the fear of God, is to have a home as we 
represent, where, under the guardianship of a conscientious superin- 
tendent, with a corps of self-sacrificing teachers and care takers; with 
competent, orderly, interested servants; the boys may have for their 
bodies a glorious breathing place, with plenty of sweet, pure air, the 
gift of Almighty God, and made possible to the boys through the 
self-sacrificing spirit of devoted friends; and for their souls, the whole- 
someness of a mental, moral and Christian atmosphere. 

After hearing this very clear and gratifying report of the Visiting 
Committee, which seems to cover every point of the work at Glen- 
wood, we feel that the various factors of educational work are here 
interwoven: Theschoolroom,home discipline, industrial training, the 
social intercourse, the reading of books, papers and _ periodicals, the 
contact with visitors; joined to the daily moral and religious training, 
unite in moulding character, inspiring hope for the future and fixing 
habits in these boys. The many encouraging reports from the chil- 
dren placed in homes are proofs of the permanent results of the work 
of this institution.

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HOW TO GET CHILDREN FROM THE ILLINOIS 
SCHOOL OF AGRICULTURE AND MANUAL 
TRAINING FOR BOYS. 


First, we are neither sectarian nor sectional. Several denominations 
are represented in our Board, and children of eighteen nationalities 
in the Home. 

We take every boy committed to us by the court, unless there is 
some disease, either of body or mind, that will prevent him from being 
placed in a good Christian home. 

After a suitable preparation under the instruction of competent 
teachers, we place the child ina home, either for legal adoption, or in- 
denture, and he must enjoy all the privileges of the family, as wouid a 
son. 

The Institution continues to hold the legal contro] of the child. If 
the party receiving him becomes dissatisfied after a fair trial, he may 
return the child, at his own expense, to us, but to no other person. 

If we become dissatisfied with the home, we reserve the right to re- 
move the child at any time. 

No relative of any child thus placed can interfere or remove the 
child without becoming amenable to the law, and prosecution will im- 
mediately follow. Every effort possible will be niade to place broth- 
ers in the same locality. The most vigilant watch and care will be 
had over every child taken from our home, by the managers; and any 
attempt to secrete such child from us will be followed by a removal. 

It is desirable, but not absolutely necessary, that applicants for 
children visit the school. A letter written to the General Manager 
describing the child desired, as to age, and such other conditions as 
cover the important points which the applicant desires to have con- 
sidered in selecting a child, will enable him to determine at once 
whether there is any child that would do. 
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The Manager will at once give the applicant information as to his 
ability to furnish the child desired or one nearly in accordance with 
the description. The one most nearly satisfying the description will 
be selected and information given as to the further steps necessary. 

In sending the application to the Manager, the applicant should 
give the names of two or three responsible citizens to whom the Man- 
ager may refer as to the applicant’s fitness to take care of the child 
sought, and no application will be noticed without such reference or 
good recommendation. 

If the application is approved, and references satisfactory, the appli- 
cant will be notified. He will then be required to send money enough 


to pay the expenses of the child from the school to his destination, and - 


should state at what time he will be at the station to meet the child. 

All children go on three months’ trial. The applicant will be re- 
quired to sign a receipt for the child, like the form on page 41. 

Should anything be at all unsatisfactory, it is only necessary to 
write the General Manager, who will adjust, so far as practicable, all 
matters properly needing attention. 

It may be stated, that while there are a great many desirable chil- 
dren in the Home, they are not all perfect, and if applicants will expect 
to bear for a while with some faults, they will be the more sure of se- 
curing a boy who will remain with them. 

If after sufficient trial, at any time before the expiration of three 
months, the party should desire to have the child indentured to him, he 
can notify the General Manager, who will have the indenture papers, 
like the form on page 42 filled out and properly executed. If it is 
found desirable to adopt the child as his own, proper instructions will 
be sent, on application to the General Manager. 

It is the intention of the managers to have every child placed in a 
home, visited as often as practicable, and the General Manager will 
be required to visit them at least once a year. 
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PLACING IN FAMILIES. 


No task connected with the management of the Home is more del- 
icate than that of procuring proper persons to become the foster 
parents of children. The boy, for instance, may be amiable, of good 
habits and disposition. The foster parents may also be good people. 
If, however, there is a wide dissimilarity of tastes between them, the 
new home will not be pleasant for either the child or the parent. 
There should be an inherent affiliation between them, a kind of com- 
munity of interest; and before the indenture or decree of adoption is 
finally executed, the manager should thoroughly investigate the sur- 
roundings, the circumstances, vocation, the probabilities of the parties 
adapting themselves to each other, the ability to properly rear and edu- 
cate the child, and the general repute of those seeking the adoption. An 
Agent that is a good judge of human nature, one who has read men as 
well as books, would not make many mistakes. It is a great trust to be 
made responsible for the future career of the little ones, who will soon 
be men, and who will take our places on the stage of action. Children 
should not remain in the school any longer than is necessary to give them 
that training and discipline that would make them desirable acquisitions 
in any well regulated household. To give them a mere institutional 
life is not the purpose of the Home. It hasa higher and nobler mission. 
It seeks out the helpless little ones, who are the innocent victims of the 
afflicted and unfortunate; homeless little waifs exposed to the elements 
and to scenes of debauchery and crime. It shelters, subsists, clothes, 
trains and educates them for a higher and better life. Then when a 
family is found and it adopts a child in some degree of mutual affinity, 
it is safe to predict that each will be a blessing to the other.

IN FORCE SINCE MAY 6, 1889. 


SEcTION 1. Any reputable person may become a life member of this Associa- 
tion upon payment to the Treasurer of one hundred dollars, or by a vote of the 
Board of Directors; each life member shall be entitled to one vote at all meetings 
of the Association, and one additional vote for each additional one hundred dollars 
paid by him or her. 

Sec. 2, The Board of Directors of this Association shall consist of eight mem- 
bers, two of whom may be women; the President and Secretary being ex-officio 
members. At the first annual meeting after the adoption of this amendment, said 
Board of eight Directors shall be elected as follows: Two for one year, three 
for two years and three for three years, and at each annual meeting thereafter the 
terms of those expiring shall be filled for three years. Said board shall exercise 
such powers as are authorized by statute; have the management of: the property 
and affairs of the Association, and perform such other duties as shall be provided 
for by the By-Laws; and in case of the death, resignation or removal from Cook 
county of any member of the Board, the vacancy may be filled by the remaining 
directors at any lawful meeting of the Board. 


OFFICERS. 


Sec. 3. The officers of this Association shall consist of a President, Vice-Presi- | 
dent, Secretary, Treasurer, Superintendent, and such other officers or agents as 
shall from time to time be provided for by the Board of Directors, The officers 
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shall be elected by said Board, and shall hold their respective offices for one year, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified, Provided, that any officer or 
agent may be removed for cause, by a vote of two thirds of the Directors, when the 
interest of the Association shall require it, 


. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Sec, 4. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 
Association and of the Baard of Directors, and to have the general care and super- 
vision of the affairs of the corporation; and it shall be the duty of the Vice-Presi- 
dent to perform the duties of the President in case of his absence, or other 
inability. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings of the Association 
and of the Board of Directors, and perform such other duties as he shall, from 
time to time, be requested to perform by the Board of Directors. 


Sec.6 The Treasurer shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, if so 
required by the Board of Directors, execute a bond to the corporation, to be 
approved by the Board, with a condition therein that he will faithfully account for 
all money that may come into his hands, and pay the same over as he shall from 
time to time be required by the Board; and will in all things faithfully perform 
the duties of his office under the direction of the Board of Directors. 


Sec 7. No money shall be paid out by the Treasurer except pursuant to the 
direction of the Board, and then only upon an order drawn by the Secretary and 
countersigned by the President, which shall specify the particular purpose for 
which the same is drawn; except, that the Directors may by resolution direct the 
payment of small sums for current or incidental expenses. 


Sec. 8. The books of account of the Treasurer shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the members of the Board, and he shall deliver the same to his suc- 
cessor in office, together with all moneys and other property of the Association in 
his hands. He shall make a report whenever required by the Board of Directors, 
of the condition of the finances of the Association, 


In all appropriations of money by the Board of Directors the vote shall be taken 
by ayes and noes, and the result entered upon record. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Sec.g. There shall be appointed by the Board of Directors an Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of three members, who shall hold monthly or more frequent 
meetings, prescribe its own order of business, report its own acts and doings by its 
Chairman to the Board of Directors at their regular meetings, and oftener if 
required. 

‘The Executive Committee shall act for the Board of Directors during the inter- 
vals between its regular meetings, establish rules and regulations for government 
of the institution, prescribe the course of study, devise plans and organize measures 
for raising funds, and for this purpose may employ canvasser and other agents, 
and generally do all that is necessary for the successful operation and benefit of 
the institution.

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SUPERINTENDENT. 


Sec. 10. The Superintendent shall have personal charge of the institution and 
its property; engage and discharge all employes of the institution, under the 
supervision of the Board of Directors and the Executive Committee; shall make 


monthly reports of the Superintendent’s doings to said Committee; shall keep a 


personal record of each boy received into and discharged from the institution, and 
a correct account of all money received and disbursed by such Superintendent, 
with vouchers for the same. 


MEETINGS. 


Sec. 11. The annual meeting of this Association, for the purpose of electing | 


members of the Board of Directors, and the transaction of other business of the 
Association, shall be held in the City of Chicago, on the third Tuesday in May in 
each year. A written or printed notice of said annual meeting, signed by the Sec- 
retary, or in case of his disability, by the President, shall be mailed to each of the 
directors and members of the Association, and a similar notice shall be published 
in some newspaper of Chicago at least ten days before said day of meeting. 


Sec. 12. The business at the annual meeting shall be conducted in the follow- 
ing order, viz.: 


(1) The hearing of the reports of the officers and directors. | 
(2) The general business of the Association. 
(3) The election of the Board of Directors, which shall be conducted by ballot. 


SEC. 13. Special meetings of the members of this Association may be called by 
order of the Board of Directors, by giving notice thereof in the manner provided 
in the preceding section, provided notice of such special meeting shall set forth the 
particular business to be proposed at such meeting. 


Sec. 14. The Board of Directors of the Association shall hold regular monthly 
meetings on the second Wednesday of each month, written or printed notices of 
which meeting shall be given by the Secretary; special meetings of which may 
be called at any time by the Secretary, by request of the Executive Committee or 
the President. 


Sec. 15. Inmates may be discharged from the custody of this Institution by 
the General Manager, upon application in writing signed by the parent or legal 
guardians of such inmates being filed with the Secretary, provided such applications 
shall have first been investigated by the Secretary, and recommended by him and 
approved by the President of the Board of Directors, or by one member of the 
Executive Committee; and provided further, that said parent or guardian shall 
before such discharge sign a receipt in full of all claims or demands against this 
Institution or its officers which might arise by reason of such discharge. 


These By-Laws may be amended, repealed, or new By-Laws may be adopted at 
any regular meeting of the Board of Directors by a majority vote of the whole 
Board, provided one week’s notice in writing shall have been given of such pro- 
posed change.

(Act of 1883, as Amended in 1885.) 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR AND AID TRAINING SCHOOLS 
FOR BOYS. 


Approved June 18, 1833. In force July 1, 1883. L. 1883, p. 198. 


INCORPORATION AUTHORIZED. 


SECTION I. Le it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented tn 
General Assembly: ‘That any seven or more persons, residents of this State, who 
may organize, or have organized, under the general laws of the State, relating to 
corporations, for the purpose of establishing, maintaining and carrying on a train- 
ing school for boys, shall have, under the corporate name assumed, all the powers, 
rights and privileges of corporations of this state, not for pecuniary profit: Pro- 
vided, however, that any persons organized, or who may hereafter organize as 
above set forth, desiring to avail themselves of the provision of this act, shall first 
obtain the consent of the Governor thereto in writing, which consent must be filed 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 


78. OBJECT—HOW MAINTAINED. 


Sec. 2. The object of training schools for boys shall be to provide a home and 
proper training school for such boys as may be committed to their charge; and 


they shall be maintained by voluntary contributions, excepting as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


79. PETITION TO ESTABLISH DEPENDENCY—PARTIES. 


Sec. 3. Any responsible person, a resident of any county in the State, may 
petition the county court, or any court of record in said county, to inquire into the 
alleged dependency of any boy then within the county, and every boy who shall 
come within the following description shall be considered a dependent boy, viz: 
Every boy who frequents any street, alley or other place, for the purpose of beg- 
ging or receiving alms; every boy who shall have no permanent place of abode, 
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proper parental care or guardianship; every boy who shall not have sufficient — 


means of subsistence, or who from other cause shall be a wanderer through streets 
and alleys or other public places; and every boy who shall live with, or frequent 
the company of, or consort with reputed thieves or other vicious persons. The 
petitioner shall also state the name of the father and mother of the boy, if living 
and if known, or if either be dead, the name of the survivor, if known; and if 
neither the father nor mother of the boy be living or to be found in the county, or 
their names to be ascertained, then the name of the guardian, if there be one, If 
there be a parent living, whose name can be ascertained, or a guardian, the peti. 
tion shall set forth not only the dependency of the boy, but shall also show either 
that the parents or parent or guardian are or is not fit persons or person to have 
the custody of such boy, or that if fit, the father, mother or guardians consents or 
consent to the boy being found dependent. Such petition shall be verified by oath 
upon the belief of the petitioner, and upon being filed, the judge of the court shall 
have the boy named in the petition brought before him, for the purpose of deter- 
mining the application in said petition contained, and for the hearing of such peti- 
tion the county court shall be considered always open. 


80. HEARING—JURY—COMMITMENTS. 


Sec. 4. Upon the filing of such petition, the clerk of the court shall issue a 
writ to the sheriff of the county, directing him to bring such boy before the courr, 
to order a jury tobe summoned to ascertain whether such boy is a dependent as 


alleged in said petition, and also to find if the other allegations are true, and if 


the other allegations are true, and if found to be such, they shall find his age in 
their verdict; and when such boy shall be without counsel it shall be the duty of 
the court to assign counsel for him; and if the jury shall find that the boy named 
in the petition is a dependent boy, and that the other facts set forth in the petition 
are true, and in the opinion of the judge he is a fit person to be sent to a training 
school for boys, the judge shall enter an order that such boy be committed to a 
training school fcr boys in the county; if there be such in the county; but if there 


be no such school in the county, then to‘any training school for boys in the State, — 


to be in such school kept and maintained until he shall arrive at the age of twenty - 
one years, unless sooner discharged therefrom in the manner hereafter provided. 
Before the hearing aforesaid, notice shall be given to the parents or parent or 
guardian of the boy, if to be found in the county, and also to the chairman of the 
county board of the county, of the proceedings about to be instituted, and they 
may appear and resist the same, 


81. APPOINTMENT OF GUARDIAN—CONSENT OF PARENTS. 


Sec. 5. If the court finds as in the preceding:section, it shall further order of 
record that such boy has no guardian, or that his guardian or parent or parents 
is or are not fit person or persons to have custody of such boy, or that the parent, 
parents or guardian consent, as the case may be, and the court shall thereupon 
appoint a guardian of the custody and tuition of such boy, and no bond shall be 
required of such guardian, and such guardian shall permit such boy to be placed 
under the care and in the custody of such training school for boys as herein pro- 
vided. 
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82. WARRANT FOR COMMITMENT. 


Sec. 6. A warrant shall thereupon be issued in duplicate by the clerk to some 
suitable person, a resident of the State, to be designated by the judge, authorizing 
him or her to take in charge and care for the dependent boy named in said order, 
and convey him to the training school for boys to which he is committed, and said 
warrant shall be substantially as follows:

84. FEES FOR CONVEYING DEPENDENT BOY. 


Sec. 8. The fees for conveying a dependent boy to a training school for boys 
shall be the same as for conveying a juvenile offender to the Reform School for 
Juvenile Offenders at Pontiac, in this State, and they shall be paid by the counties 
from which such dependent boys are sent, unless they are paid by the parent or 
guardian. 
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85. SUPPORT TO BE PAID BY COUNTIES—AGE FOR 
COMMITMENT. ; 


Sec. 9. For clothing, tuition, maintenance and care of dependent boys the 
county from which they are sent shall pay the training school for boys to which 
they may be committed, as follows: For each dependent boy under the age of ten 
years, eight dollars per month; for each dependent boy over ten eand under four. 
teen years of age, seven dollars per month; for each dependent boy over fourteen 
and under eighteen years of age six dollars per month; for each crippled and disabled 
boy of any age, nine dollars per month. Provided that no boy shall be committed 
whose age shall be over seventeen years, and upon the proper officer rendering proper 
accounts therefor, quarterly, the county board shall allow and order the same paid 
out of the county treasury. Provided that no charge shall be made against any 
county, by any training school for boys, on account of any dependent boy in the 
care thereof who shall have been by said school put out to trade or employment 
or for adoption after he shall have been, and as long as he shall remain so put out: 
Provided that no charge shall be made against any county for the support and 
maintenance of such boy or boys unless the county from which said boy or boys 
shall come, first shall have contracted with said training school for boys for the sup- 
port and maintenance of said boys or boys. 


86. OFFICERS TO RECEIVE, CARE FOR AND CONTROL BOYS... 


Sec. 10. The officers and managers of any training school for boys in this 
State, shall receive into such school all boys not idiotic and not afflicted with a con- 
tagious disease, committed thereto under the provisions of this Act, shall have the 
exclusive custody, care and guardianship of such boys, shall provide for their sup- 
port and comfort, instruct them in such branches of useful knowledge as may be 
suited to their years and capacities, and shall cause them to be taught or trained in 
some trade or industrial pursuit, and for the purpose of their education and train- 
ing, and that they may assist in their own support, they shall be required to per- 
form such tasks suitable to their years and sex as may be prescribed by such 
officers and managers, and as may be reasonable and proper. 


87. BOYS MAY BE PLACED IN HOMES OR APPRENTICED TO 
TRADES. 


Src. 11. Any boy committed under the provisions of this Act to a training 
school for boys, may, by the officers and managers of said school, be placed in the 
home of any good citizen, upon such terms and for such purpose and time as may 
be agreed upon, or he may be given to any suitable person of good character who: 
will adopt him, or he may be bound to any reputable citizen as an apprentice to 
learn any trade, or as servant to follow any employment which in the judgment of 
said officers and managers will be for his advantage; and all and singular of the 
provisions of the act entitled ‘An act to revise the law in relation to apprentices,” 
approved February 25, 1874, in force July 1, 1874, in so far as they are applicable, 
shall apply to and be bincing upon such officers and managers, upon such boy and 
upon the person to whom such boy may be bound; Provided, that any disposi- 
tion made of any boy under this Act shall not bind him beyond his majority; and, 
provided further, that such officers and managers shall have a supervising care 
over such boy after he shall be so put out, to see that he is properly treated and 
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cared for; and in case such boy is cruelly treated, or is neglected, or the terms on 
which he shall have been put out to any person be not observed, then it shall be 
the duty of such officers and managers to take and receive such boy again into 
the custody, care and protection of said training school. And said officers and 
managers shall have power to reclaim any boy put out to any person under the 
terms of this Act, without the consent of the person to whom the boy may be so put 
out, whenever, in the judgment of the said officers and managers the boy shall be 
cruelly treated, neglected in training, proper instruction or otherwise, or not prop- 
erly cared for. 


88. DISCHARGE OF INMATES. 


Sec. 12. Any boy committed to a training school for boys, under the provisions 
of this Act, may be discharged therefrom at any time in accordance with the rules 
thereof when, in the judgment of the officers and managers, the good of the boy 
or the good of the school would be promoted by such discharge, and the Governor 
may at any time order the discharge of any boy committed to a training school 
under the provisions of this Act. 


89. SUPERVISION BY BOARD OF STATE CHARITIES—STATE 
APPROPRIATIONS PROHIBITED. 


Sec. 13. All training schools for boys in this State, organized under this Act, 
shall be subject to the same visitation, inspection and supervision of the Board of 
State Commissioners of Public Charities as the charitable institutions of the State. 
But no such training school shall receive an appropriation from the State for any 
purpose, and any school receiving an appropriation from the State shall not have 
the benefit of the provisions of this Act. 


90. COURTS COMMITTING BOYS MAY ORDER DISCHARGE. 


Sec. 14. The court committing any boy to a training school under the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall have power, at any time after making such commitment, 
upon proper showing, to order the discharge of the boy, or his restoration to his 
parents, And shall also have power generally to make all orders relative to boys 
committed by such court, in order to apply the benefits of this Act to such boys; 
and for the purpose of reclaiming such boys the court may send its writ to any 
county in this State. Appeals as in other cases shall be allowed from all final 
orders made by such court under this Act,

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Toe PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Thanksgiving comes at least twice a year to the members and 
friends of this association. Not the least in importance, is the 
one falling on the third Tuesday in May. On this day we meet 
to give formal expression to our gratitude for the benefactions of 
the past year and to voice our hopes and aspirations for the 
years to come. 


The Illinois Manual Training School Farm, or ‘“The Glen- 
wood School’’ as we all familiarly call it, has been most fortu- 
nate From smallest beginnings we have seen it grow steadily 
and naturally, until today it ranks among the leading child-sav- 
ing institutions of the United States. 


Its achievements in the present generation have assured it a 
place among the great and strong character developing schools 
of the future. 


Glenwood will continue to grow just so long as there are boys 
needing her motherly care. There will be boys eligible to Glen- 
wood just as long as there are fathers who should have had a 
Glenwood training. When there areno more boys for Glenwood, 
all the men will have become good patriotic law-abiding citizens. 


The citizen of Chicago who for the first time makes a visit to 
Glenwood, dicovers with surprise that the so-called bad boy 
of the city is not unlike the good boy when placed in proper sur- 
roundings. He marvels that the boys at Glenwood are so unti- 
formly good. He is amazed that there are no wall, nor bolts, 
nor bars, and that corporal punishment is not permitted. 


If the interested citizen goes further he notes how quickly and. 
yet how surely the agencies for good make their impress upon 
the boy. | 

The loving attention of the cottage matrons and the kindly 
treatment by officers and teachers would at once be apparent. 

He would appreciate of course the great value of the influence 
upon the boys of the military drill. Justly, too, he would give 
mother nature credit for the great work which she accomplishes, 
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in finding the heart of the little fellow who has been reared 
among the artificialties of a great city. 

If you, my friends, who have never been to Glenwood will but 
go you will count it as one of the pleasantest and most instruct- 
ive days of your life. You will then perhaps agree that the man 
problem can best be solved by caring for the boys, and you will 
be willing to say to your friends that the financial support of this 
school (or any other run on similar lines) is a good investment 
from any point of view. 

Those of our friends who have not visited Glenwood within 
the past year will be repaid by a visit to our new Manual Train- 
ing Building which, together with our central heating and elec- 
tric light plant, has been constructed within the past year. 
These have been built with the $50,000.00 provided for this pur- 
pose by one whose name at the request of the generous donor 
has been withheld. | 

This large and shapely structure has been pronounced by 
manual training experts, to be one of the best buildings of its 
kind in this country. 

The General Manager will in his report doubtless tell you 
something of the equipment of this manual training school. But 
who can tell of the thousands and thousands of little ones who 
are to be saved to lives of honest toil, through having worked at 
the Jathe, at the forge, or at the benchin this magnificent build- 
ing, the gift of our unnamed friend. 


Mr. and Mrs. George and the other original benefactors must 
look with pride today upon the splendid group of buildings (rep- 
resenting as they do an investment of about $250,000.00) so 
strikingly located on one of the natural elevations of our rich 
farm of 300 acres. 

The friends and supporters of the school will be glad to know 
that there is no debt of any kind against this property. 


The contributions to this school by those who furnish nearly 
all of the support of the charity work of this city are in the ag- 
gregate surprisingly small. 

It is the hope of the directors and officers that many who 
know and appreciate the value of this work will make annual 
subscriptions to it without solicitation. 
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It seems proper at this time to state that it is the rule and pur- 
pose of the board of directors to turn all bequests into the endow- 
ment fund unless otherwise stipulated. It is ouraim to increase 
this fund in every possible way. 


It is my privilege and pleasure on behalf of the Board of Di- 
rectors to thank the officers and teachers for their self-sacrificing 
and sympathetic co-operation during the year that is past. 


The school is particularly fortunate in having as its general 
manager one so peculiarly well fitted for this responsible position 
requiring as it does a man who combines the child loving quali- 
ties with executive ability. 


Too much cannot be said for the noble work of the Auxiliary 
Committee. Without women a boys’ school would be like a 
home without a mother. As we need women at the school so we 
need them as co-workers in the management of the school. 


Woman seems naturally to understand that charity is only a 
poorer word for love. It is the loving interest of the Women’s 
Auxiliary which accomplishes so much for the boys’ comfort and 
appearance, 


The report of Mrs. Jay, the Chairman of the Auxiliary Com- 
mittee, which we shall listen to later, will be full of interest. 


The report of the General Manager will deal with many of the 
important and interesting details of the work. 


It is with especial pleasure that I express my appreciation of 
the hearty co-operation of my fellow directors and take this op- 
portunity to thank the treasurer for the efficient manner in which 
he has performed his duties. 

I will close this report, already longer than it is my custom to 
make, by referring to the boy graduates of Glenwood. 

Each added year in the life of the school increases the roll of 
those men who having once been pupils of Glenwood have en- 
tered the various walks of life and proved their capacity for suc- 
cess. 

Ninety-five per cent of the Glenwood boys placed in homes 
have turned out honest, law-abiding citizens. The average intel- 
ligence and keenness of these boys are above that of any other 
class. Among our graduates of this school but 13 years old, there 
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are lawyers, doctors, merchants, clerks, farmers, mechanics, 
soldiers and sailors, all of whom are proud to point to Glenwood 
as their source of inspiration for good. 

Fifty years hence.the directors, managers, and supporters of 
this school may be men who when boys were here first brought 
under the developing power of love. ‘They will be splendid exam- 
ples of the character building forces of Glenwood where they 
themselves had first been taught that true strength lies in a union 
of the heart, brain and hand.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, Members of the Association: 


Each year of our existence seems but a repetition of the last. 
Thirteen years ago after a hard struggle we succeeded in inter- 
esting a few of our public spirited citizens enough to have them 
sign an application for a charter for this institution. The char- 
ter obtained, we set out to secure a place for opening in a small 
way our home and school. 

Just thirteen years ago we succeeded in renting the old hotel 
building at Norwood Park and opening it for the reception of the 
poor unfortunate boys of our streets who for various reasons 
were ineligible to any other then existing institution. 

Since that small beginning it has almost seemed providential 
how all that we have asked for has been forthcoming. First a 
farm, lard for an agricultural training for our boys was needed, 
and our attention was directed to Mr. Milton George, who 
had the farm especially adapted to such work as we had planned 
and in time he donated 300 acres’ for the purpose. An appeal 
was made for funds to erect the necessary buildings for the school 
and the amount was readily raised and a start made on the farm 
just ten years ago or three years after our first beginning. 


At this time four cottages the school house and the rear por- 
tion of our administration building and a drill hall were erected. 
Since that time each year we have found it necessary to an- 
nounce to the public that other buildings were necessary. First an- 
other cottage and the money soon came to erect the Pope cottage. 
The next year we asked for money for an administration building 
and $25,000.00 was placed in our hands for the magnificent build- 
ing which now adorns the center of our grounds. While this was 
being dedicated a lady asked, ‘‘What is your next urgent need? ’’ 
and was told anothercottage. Before leaving she had selected the 
site and pledged the money to erect and equip the Beecher cot- 
tage. Then it soon became known that a receiving cottage and 
hospital was needed and the money was handed over for the 
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building, and in a few months Sunnyside cottage was ready 
to receive and care for every new boy received besides leaving us 
ample room for the care of the sick. While this cottage was be- 
ing erected your Board concluded to erect a cottage with the 
funds which had been previously given by the Charity Ball Asso- 
ciation and Gen. Sheridan cottage was soon ready for the recep- 
tion of boys. 


The next year your Gen’! Manager was notified that a lady 
wished to see him on special business, and on New Years’ day 
1898, he called upon the lady and hefore leaving was authorized 
to build Clancy Hall. This seemed providential and many 
thought we had all we needed, but we still had greater visions 
for our beloved home. We caused plaus to be made for a 
Manual Training building together with a central heating, light- 
ing and power plant. ‘These were immediately shown together 
with a statement that $50,000.00 was needed for this purpose 
and one year ago this amount was placed in our hands to be 
used as designated and the givers name to remain forever a 
SeCCTet 


Work was commenced on this improvement about the time of 
our annual meeting one year ago.and the Manual Training 
building and central heating and lighting plant which now 
adorns our grounds together with 1250 feet of underground tun- 
nel to carry all steam and water pipes and electric wires has been 
completed, and a forge shop with 15 down blast forges, a ma- 
chine shop, a wood-work shop with pattern lathe, table saw, 
planer and jointer, ten training school lathes and twenty carpen- 
ter benches placed therein, as well as our shoe shop and new 
laundry making as fine a manual training school as can be found 
in the country. 


During working hours you will find the new building a perfect 
beehive, and many of our boys are taking such an interest in it 
that in a few years you may expect to find them experts in all 
kinds of trades. ‘Those who have made it possible for such advan- 
tages for the poor homeless street boys by donating the munifi- 
cent sum of $50,000.00 are deserving of the brighest crown in 
the world to come. The increased advantages have of course 
added to our expences and we must still ask for your continued 
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support, and the more interest you take and the larger the con- 
tributions the better will be the results. 


We are not through yet. We need several more cottages. 
To build and equip these will cost about $7,000.00 each. Surely 
we have those among us who will gladly build these cottages 
when they know our needs and fully understand the workings of 
our institution. 

We also need, and expect the time is not far distant when 
some of our benevolent people will endow our home so that it 
will not be necessary for us to beg from hand to mouth to meet 
the expenses. The following is the statement of how the money 
given for the manual training building and central steam heating 
and lighting plant has been expended. I wish to particularly 
call your attention to the fact that this great improvement has 
been made without one dollar having been paid>for extras, and 
that too when every kind of material has been going up in price 
almost daily.

It will be seen from our detailed report that 
we have had a hard struggle to meet our 
running expenses, having a small deticit to meet, but the num- 
ber of boys cared for during the year is the largest in the history:

the year. All of these boys must be fitted with new clothes 
when they are received and again when sent out to homes, no 
matter how short their stay with us. ‘The fitting up of our new 
bakery and printing office and extra teachers in our new shops 
has added materially to our expenses. 


We have our usual contract with Cook county for $12,000.00 
and other counties will pay about $6,000.00, while for boarders 
we will probably receive from two to three thousand dollars. 
This will be about one-half what it will cost to pay the running 
expenses for the current year. ‘The other half must be raised 
by voluntary contributions.

PND OW SENT reinvestment at our last annual meeting has 
all been loaned on good real estate security except $500.00 and 
that will soon be invested. ‘The interest is sacredly used for the 
purpose of paying the salary of one of our manual training 
teachers: and there is now in §he hands of the treasure $22.28 for 
this purpose. 
We have been very fortunate in securing com- 
petent and experienced teachers in all grades 
and our boys have advanced as fast as those in our public schools. 
All the boys who are old enough work in some department one- 
half day and attend school the other half.

I have the honor to report that the sanitary condition of this 
institution is now most satisfactory; no case requiring the care of 
the physician having occurred during the last two months. 


The endemic of Diphtheria as well as that of Influenza which 
afflicted the inmates for several months during 1899 and the 
months of January, February and March 1goo. has been wiped 
out of existence by the foresight of the General Manager, Mr. 
OL. Dudley. 


Mr, Dudley had a sanitary expert from Chicago come out and 
inspect the premises in 1899, but his recommendations faithfully 
carried out failed to make any appreciable difference in the num- 
ber of cases reported. My own recommendations were also car- 
ried out without avail. Finally Mr. Dudley ordered a large 
quantity of brimstone and fumigated every inch of inclosed space 
in every building on the grounds. ‘The result was absolutely 
perfect and no case has developed since. We can therefore 
cheerfully endorse Mr. Dudley’s dry remark that ‘‘Some good 
can come out of fire and brimstone after all.’’ 


In conclusion I wish to call the attention of your honorable 
body to the neatness, cleanliness and sweetness of the buildings 
and grounds and to the indefatigable care and watchfulness 
which must be used to insure the same. It is to this cause more 
than any other, that a family of 300 children can live together 
for two months without one case of sickness developing amongst 
them.

To all these societies and clubs we are deeply grateful, and 
also to the management of the Auditorium Hotel in providing a 
room for our meetings, also the Chicago & Eastern Illinois, and 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer Railroads, for kind courtesies 
extended in our frequent visits to the school, and to all who have 
in any way assisted us in our work. 


Mrs. John Angus, chairman of the 
Visiting Committee reports: 

The Visiting Committee report most favorably upon the pro- 
gress, efficiency and general good results of the different depart- 
ments of the school. Asin former years, their visits have been 
made during every month of the year, so that the home, farm 
and school life has been thoroughly inspected, and a closer and 
more intimate relationship has been established between the corps 
of assistants and the ladies of the Auxiliary Many suggestions 
have been offered and kindly received and acted upon; notably 
the shortening and more prompt rendering of the grace at meals, 
and the systematic arrangement of the clothing in the store 
rooms. On some of the visits to the home ladies remained over 
night, thus seeing the boys at supper, breakfast, in the cottages 
during reading and bed time hours and at play time between 
breakfast and school time. ‘To boys accustomed to working in a 
stuffy room and in the malodorous atmosphere of a city, the ab- 
solute quiet, the bracing air, the unobstructed sunlight, the green 
grass, the twittering birds must seem like a foretaste of Heaven. 


VISITING COMMITTEE. 


It gave great pleasure to see these bright wide-awake stirring 
boys in their different occupations; some taking their turn in the 
different departnients of home work, making beds, sweeping, 
washing dishes ete , and others playing out of doors on a bright 
beautiful spring morning, flying kites playing marbles, planting 
seeds and some doing the thousand and one things that a stirring 
boy can find to do; promptly stopping at the ringing of the bell, 
showing that the lesson of obedience had been well taught. All 
_the cottages were visited after supper, and the boys were seen in 
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their reading room enjoying the pictures and books of the library. 
In Sheridan cottage which had been freshly kalsomined the 
evening was spent in the play room in the basement, and among 
other amusements one boy was performing the cake walk to the 
intense delight of his companions. A touch of home life was 
seen in the group of dining room boys clustered around their 
matron after their duties were over some sitting, some lounging, 
some leaning against the reader as a mother’s own boy might do 
while she was reading a story. The interest was so eager that 
while outwardly polite the boys faces showed they wished the 
visitors would move on, so the story could be resumed. 


Under the direction of a new gardener work was being carried 
on. and the greenhouse was aglow with plants, which were soon 
to be transplanted to the different cottages and buildings over 
the place. In the distance boys were ploughing and cattle graz- 
ing, making a delightful addition to the rural landscape. Nearer, 
a team of horses, a gift from Mr. C. H. McCormick, were draw- 
ing gravel tocomplete the road around the new Manual Train- 
ing Building. 


Visits were made to the farm house and buildings and the 
dairy. Every school room was visited. The work was excel- 
lent. The boys orderly and attentive and glad to show their 
attainments. The usual order and cleanliness were found in 
every departmert. The health of the institution has been gener- 
ally good. ‘There has been one death from an inherited disease 
While no general contagion has prevailed, there has been a bat- 
tle all winter with sore throats, tonsilites, some with dangerous 
symptoms. The fact that at the time of the last visit, the hos- 
pital was occupied by only one patient, whose foot had been hurt 
in some way and who was sitting up reading, shows that the 
hospital with its sanitary arrangements, its trained nurse, the 
precautionary measures, the wise investigation every morning of 
any unfavorable indications, the good wholesome food and 
plenty of tresh air have been doing efficient work, and the two 
hundred and eighty-seven boys with their ruddy cheeks and 
large sized appetites are a continuous compensation to the God- 
loving boy-loving givers who have made this institution possible, 
and who are inciting others to good deeds by their noble example, 
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As many of these boys come to the home with an inheritance 
of sin and sorrow, poverty and ignorance, the physical care alone 
would be a benefit, to say nothing of the moral, intellectual and 
refining influence of its management. 


God bless the givers of this beautiful useful part of the home, 
as well as the one who gave the beautiful farm on which the 
boys might not only grow well and strong physically, but might 
learn many a lesson to help them on to useful self-respecting, 
self-supporting manhood. 


There is much need of another cottage; the rooms sometimes 
are crowded. It is hoped some generous heart may respond. 
Another necessity which suggests itself is a telephone, both with 
the city and through the grounds, whose buildings are spreading 
out in so many directions. In such a large community some 
emergency might arise, some sudden. unforseen necessity, re- 
quiring prompt action which would be greatly assisted by tele- 
phonic communication. 


The apparent harmony among the teachers, employes and 
heads of departments are very marked. 


The lame boy is and always has been interesting from his 
early and unfortunate life up to the present time, when he is able 
to walk without stumbling, and to march to music, on his 
artificial limbs. ‘This must always be a source of comfort to the 
generous givers. He is now a good shoemaker, and made forty- 
seven pairs of shoes last month. ‘The teacher seems proud of 
the boy’s progress. 


The last building erected which is such an ornament to the 
grounds, ‘a delight to the heart also, from its usefulness and its 
influence upon the future of many of these boys, is the Manual 
Training School. From its foundation to the roof it is of interest. 
The fact that the superintendent has been able to keep within 
the appropriation and that every thing is paid for even to the 
road needed for its approach is a marvel. It is a standing re- 
ceipted bill, instead of a standing debt. The engine room with 
all its equipments is complete and clean; the forge room also, and 
when somie wonder was expressed it was shown that soot, smoke 
and cinders were carried up a chimney leaving the floor almost 
as clean as a parlor. 
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From this building comes the power that furnishes steam to 
all the buildings, electric lights and pumping of water to the 
water tanks; delicious health-giving spring water. All this power 
is furnished through a conduit 1250 feet long. 


Boys in the carpenter shop turned the legs and made the 
benches for the shoe shop. The boys in the engine room, forge 
room, carpenter shop and all departments seem to have found 
the occupation just suited to them, and handled their tools as if 
they felt they knew so much more than their visitors. The 
younger boys are not allowed in the rooms where there are swift 
revolving beltings and none without an instructor. One or two 
turbulent spirits have found in this department a vent for their 
surplus energy. The laundry has all the modern appliances, 
washing machines, wringer, drier, mangle and boys under their 
leader are doing efficient work. 


‘The bakery has been moved from the basement and now occu- 
pies the old drill room, and the baker with his white-aproned 
and white capped assistants are reveling in their bright airy room. 
Spotless cleanliness, so absolutely necessary in this department 
was conspicuous. 


The ‘printing room was in operation, boys distributing and 
setting type and looking very important. 


The committee heard with regret of the departure Mr. Echt, the 
carpenter for the far west. He seemed so much a part and par- 
cel of the institution (having been one of the boys in its care in 
its early days) that all wish him a prosperous and happy future. 


One feature upon the landscape that at first appeared unsightly 
was the new railroad, but after realizing some of its advantages 
one becomes reconciled. ‘The nearness to the buildings, being 
within walking distance, the side tracks by which coal and gravel 
are brought directly to their destination. the courtesy of the road 
toward its passengers are benefits which compensate for what has 
been considered an objectionabie feature. 


While all work and no play makes Jack a dull boy, we are 
glad to say that kind friends during the past year have furnished 
entertainment for the boys. One party took down a graphophone, 
and on the eleventh of May when a party of two hundred and 
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thirty-one visited the school the boys had a musical entertainment 
of a high order. Mr. Joseph Kowalski, a prominent and well 
known teacher of voice culture, and three young ladies and one 
young gentleman soloists, and one young boy violinist, gave a 
very fine entertainment to an attentive audience. One little 
fellow was asked, did he like the music and in characteristic 
boy language, answered ‘You bet!’ A gentleman present said 
he had visited institutions from Salt Lake City to the Atlantic 
coast and had never seen better order or discipline. The at- 
tention and appreciation of the boys were so marked and the 
singers and players as well as their leader were so pleased. that 
we have the promise of an evening entertainment from them in 
the future. 


While the reports just offered differ but little from those of 
past years, bearing as they do the same line of thought, of per- 
sonal effort, observation and experience, they do come today 
with a note of thanksgiving stronger and truer than ever before. 

In this great work of saving the boys, we have everything to 
encourage, nothing to discourage.

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HOW TO GET CHILDREN FROM 


THE ILLINOIS MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOL FARM. 


First, we are neither sectarian nor sectional. Several denom- 
inations are represented in our Board, and children of eighteen 
nationalities are in our home. 


We take every child committed to us by the courts, unless 
there is some disease, either of body or mind that will prevent 
him from being placed in a good christian home. 


After a suitable preparation under the instruction of competent 
teachers, we place the child in a home either for legal adoption 
or indenture, and he must enjoy all the privileges of the family 
as would ason. 


The institution continues to hold the legal control of the child. 
If the party receiving him becomes dissatisfied after a fair trial, 
he may return the child at his own expense to us, but to no other 
person. 

If we become dissatisfied with the home we reserve the right 
to remove the child at any time. 


No relative of any child thus placed can interfere or remove 
the child without becoming amenable to the law, and prosecution 
will immediately follow. Every effort possible will be made to 
place brothers in the same locality. The most vigilant watch and 
care will be held by the managers over every child taken from 
our home and attempts to secrete such child from us will be fol- 
lowed by a removal. 

It is desirable but not absolutely necessary, that applicants for 
children visit the school. A letter written to the General Man- 
ager, describing the child desired, as to the age and such other 
conditions as cover the important points which the applicant de- 
sires to have considered in selecting a child will enable him to 
determine at once whether there is any child that would do. 


The Manager will at once give the applicant information as to 
his ability tofurnish the child desired, or one nearly in accord- 
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ance with the description. The one most nearly satisfying the 
description will be selected and information given as to the 
further steps necessary. | 

In sending the application to the Manager, the applicant 
should give the names of two or three responsible citizens to 
to whom the Manager may refer as to the applicants fitness to 
take care of the child sought, and no application will be noticed 
without such reference or good recommendation. 

If the application is approved, and references are satisfactory, 
the applicant will be notified. He will then be required to send 
money enough to pay the expenses of the child from the school 
to his destination, and should state at what time he will be at the 
station to meet the child. . a 

All children go on three months trial. ‘The applicant will be 
required to sign a receipt for the child like the form on page 3o. 


Should anything be at all unsatisfactory it is only necessary to 
write. to the General Manager, who will adjust so far as practi- 
cable all matters properly needing attention. 


It may be stated that while there are a great many desirable 
children in the home they are not all perfect, and if applicants 
will expect to bear for a while with some faults they will be the 
more sure of securing a boy who will remain with them. 

If after sufficient trial at any time before the expiration of 
three months the party should desire to have the child indentured 
to him he can notify the General Manager, who will have the 
indenture papers like the form on page 31, filled out and properly 
executed. 


If it is found desirable to adopt the child as his own, proper 
instructions will be sent on application to the General Manager. 

It is the intention of the managers to have every child placed 
in a home visited as often as practicable. : 
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PLACING IN FAMILIES. 


No task connected with the management of the home is more 
delicate than that of procuring proper persons to become the fos- 
ter parents of children. ‘The boy for instance, may be amiable, 
of good habits and disposition; the foster parents may also be 
good people. If however, there is wide dissimilarity of tastes 
between them the new home will not be pleasant for either the 
child or the parent. ‘There should be an inherent affiliation be- 
tween them, a kind of community of interest; and before the 
indenture or decree of adoption is finally executed the manager 
should thoroughly investigate the surroundings, the circum- 
stances, vocation, the probabilities of the parties adapting them- 
selves to each other, the ability to properly rear and educate the 
child, and the general repute of those seeking the adoption. An 
agent that is a good judge of human nature, one who has read 
men as well as books, would not make-many mistakes. It isa 
great trust to be made responsible for the, future career of the 
little ones who will soon be men, and who will take our places on 
the stage of action. Children should not remain in the school 
any longer than is necessary to give them that training and dis- 
cipline that would make them desirable acquisitions in any well 
regulated household. To give them a mere institutional life is 
rot the purpose of the home. It hasa higher and nobler mission. 
It seeks out the helpless little ones who are the innocent victims 
of the afflicted and unfortunate; homeless little waifs exposed to 
the elements and to scenes of debauchery and crime. It shelters, 
subsists, clothes, trains and educates them for a higher and _bet- 
ter life Then when a family is found and it adopts a child in 
some degree of mutual affinity, it is safe to predict that each will 
be a blessing to the other.

AN ACT TO REGULATE THE TREATMENT AND 


CONTROL OF DEPENDENT, NEGLECTED AND DELINQUENT CHILDREN.+ 


Be it Enacted by the People of the State of Illinois Represented 1n the General Assembly: 


This act shall apply only to children under the age 
Section 1. Definitions. of 6 years not now or hereafter inmates of a State in- 
stitution or any training school for boys or industrial 
school for girls or some institution incorporated under the laws of this State, except as 
provided in Sections twelve (12), and eighteen (18). For the purpose of this act the 
words ‘“‘dependent child” and “‘ neglected child” shall mean any child who for any reas- 
on is destitute or honieless or abandoned; or dependent upon the public for support; or 
has not proper pareutal care or guardianship; or who habitually begs or receives alms; 
or who is found living in any house of ill fame or with any vicious or disreputable per- 
son; or whose home, by reason of neglect, cruelty or depravity on the part ofits parents, 
guardian or other person in whose care it may be, is an unfit place for sucha child; and 
apy chiid under the age of 8 years whois found peddling or selling any article or sing- 
ing or playing any musical instrument upon the street or giving any public entertain- 
ment. 


The words ‘delinquent child” shall include any child under the age of 16 years who 
violates any law of this State or any city or village ordinance. 


The word “‘child” or ‘‘children’” may mean one or more children and the word ‘‘par- 
eat” or ‘“‘pareuts’’ may be held to mean one or both parents when consistent with the 
intent of this act. 

The word ‘‘association”’ shall include any corporation which includes inits purpose 
the care or disposition of children coming within the meaning of this act.”

Upon the filing of the petition a summons shall issue

known, or its legal guardian or if his or her residence is not known then some relative 
if there be one and his residence is known, shall be notified of the proceedings and in 
any case the judge may appoint some suitable person to actin behalf of the child. If 
the person summoned as herein provided shall fail without reasonable cause to appear 
and abide the order of the court, or to bring the child, he may be proceeded against as 
in case of contempt of court.

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PHE- PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Again it is my privilege to rejoice with you in the success which 
has attended our efforts during another twelve months in the his- 


tory of our school. 


This is the fourteenth of these annual meetings and yet today, 
as on all others that have gone before, we are able to record a 
substantial increase in the usefulness of our school. 


At this meeting it has been the custom to give expression to 
our hopes and aspirations for the year tocome. ‘Today, then, we 
may rejoice in the prospect of a greatly enlarged school which 
may be made possible through the noble and generous efforts of 
the members of the Chicago Commercial Club. While this mention 
may be somewhat premature, yet we can hardly refrain from 
touching upon a matter so near our hearts—a project which, if 
carried through, will mean so much to this school and to the 
thousands of boys who will come and go because of the additional 
facilities which will have been provided, the purpose of the Club 
being to increase our capacity to double its present size. 


Let us hope that your president's report one year hence may be 
largely devoted to expressions of thanks to those citizens who in 
a practical way will have done so much towards solving the city’s 
great problem of saving the boys. 


During the past twelve months we have received more visitors 
at Glenwood than in any previous year; but it is surprising to 
find how many men and women there are among our own friends 
who have never been there and who know little or nothing as to 


its aims and accomplishments. Those who go there for the first 


time are invariably surprised and delighted. They are surprised 
that, in caring for the class of boys with which our school is 


_eredited, walls, bars, and bolts are things unknown. ‘They are 


surprised to know that corporal punishment is not permitted. 
They are delighted to hear from our officers and teachers that 


there are no bad boys at Glenwood. ‘They see about them only 
bright eyes and happy faces and they cannot understand the

change that has come over these little fellows since their advent 
into the school. The student will seek for a cause. If he finds it, 
it will be because he has learned the value of the military drill in 
its influence upon the boys. He will see that Dame Nature has 
_ been quietly at work with these little fellows from the city. But 
‘ above and beyond these influences he will find one stronger and 
more potent than all others, the power of love. One cannot fail 
to be impressed with the real regard shown for these little ones 
by officers, matrons, and teachers alike. 


All children are fond of play, and if work whether in school 
or in the shop, be made attractive they will also enjoy that. One 
session of school and half a day in the shop or on the farm with 
plenty of time for play is the rule at Glenwood. 


It is to be regretted that very small boys, too young for man- 
ual training, should be committed to Glenwood. As our school 
is always full, it would be better if the little children under nine 
or ten years of age were cared for by the city institutions, thus 
enabling us to help more of the older boys. 


The boys are justly proud of their great manual training build- 
ing and it is their delight to be assigned to work in any of its 
departments. 


We may hope that some day scholarships will be provided 
whereby those boys showing marked ability may be carried 
through these departments and be permitted to finish their 
course in the Armour Institute of Chicago. While but few of 
our boys may ever receive a technical course, yet out of this build- 
ing will go forth thousands with a taste for honest labor by rea- 
son of their experience at the forge, the bench, or the lathe. 


All boys will not take up with a farmer’s life eventhough they | 


be placed in farmers’ homes. Just as the sons of the prairie home 


go to towns and cities, so will many of these boys when they 


become of age leave the home of their adoption for other pursuits. 


The record of our boy graduates is one of which to be proud. 
More than 95 per cent of all our boys have turned out well, while 
98 per cent of those sent into Western homes have proved them- 
selves an honor to the school. ‘Today there are lawyers, doctors, 


merchants, farmers, mechanics, soldiers, and sailors who are proud 
to point to Glenwood as the source of their inspiration for good.’ 
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The Presidents Address. c 


There is a mistaken idea abroad that the Illinois Manual 
Training School Farm is backed by rich friends and that it does 
not therefore need the financial support of the generous public. 


If our school were able to get the full $10.00 per month for 
each of those boys committed by the court, as is provided by law, 
then our financial problem would be much more easily solved, 
but notwithstanding the full sympathy of the members of the 
County Board—a number of whom are individual subscribers— 
yet owing to insufficient funds they were obliged to cut some of 
their appropriations and they have reduced that of our school 40 
per cent. 


Therefore, while Glenwood has the lowest per capita expense 
of all the institutions in the United States, yet we are unfortu- 
nately obliged to secure a portion of this amount from those same 
public spirited citizens who are already heavily burdened with 
like responsibilities. 


It seems proper to again state that while our grounds and build- 
ings represent an investment of more than $250,000 yet there is 
no mortgage and there never will be one placed on any of our 
property. 

Our friends will be safe in replying to the question of any one 
contemplating making a will that the rule and purpose of our 
Board of Directors is to turn all bequests into the endowment 
fund unless otherwise stipulated. We hope to see this fund grow 
to such proportions that after a few years it will not be necessary 
to appeal to the public for subscriptions. 


I am glad of this opportunity to thank the officers, teachers and 
matrons for their self-sacrificing efforts in behalf of the boys. 
The faithful, conscientious work of our General Manager cannot 
be passed unnoticed. His unselfish regard for the best interests 
of the school are known to all of us. 


To Mrs. Jay and her co-workers of the Women’s Auxiliary we 
owe so much that a mere acknowledgment here seems entirely 
inadequate. ‘Theirs is truly a work of love and their reward will 
be in the satisfaction of having done so much for the comfort and 
appearance of the Glenwood boys. 


It is a pleasure to refer to the hearty co-operation of my fellow 


directors and to publicly thank the ‘Treasurer for hi 
efforts in behalf of the school. é

EDWARD B. BUTLER, 


Charles A. Spring, Fr., is dead. On July sixteenth last 
the great noble soul ot the modest philanthropist departed hence, 
and his death makes it proper to name the donor of the secret 
gifts to the Glenwood School. 


Mr. Spring was a man in whose nature selfishness had no part. 
Going about with open ears and open heart, he heard and felt the 
cry of the unfortunate. More than any other man whom we have 
ever known, Mr. Spring obeyed the Scriptural injunction, ‘‘Let 
not thy left hand know what thy right hand doeth.’’ He wanted 
no praise for good deeds. The doing of a generous act was sat- 
isfaction enough without public applause. 


It was Mr. Spring who gave to the Illinois Manual Training 
School twenty-five thousand dollars with which to erect an 
Administration Building. When later a hospital and receiving 
cottage were needed, it was he who quietly told us to proceed with 
the construction. 


It was this practical philanthropist who was able to appreciate 
the value of a great Manual Training Building at Glenwood, and 
who gave us his check for fifty thousand dollars with the under- 
standing that no one but the president and the secretary should 
know from whom it came. 


The monument that this good man has builded will be an 
enduring one. The thousands and thousands of boys who will 
go out from the Manual Training School with a taste for 
honest labor, will ever bless the memo y of the one who did so 
much to turn their feet into paths of industry and good citizenship. 


Mr. Spring was not a rich man, and we can better appreciate 
the spirit of love which prompted his acts, when we know that he 
gave away more than he retained for himself and family. In all 
these benefactions he was upheld by the one who shared with 
him the happiness coming from these gifts, and who remains to 
to mourn the loss of a noble husband. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen, Members of the Association: 


You have assembled here to-day for the fourteenth annual 
meeting of our organization; and, as Secretary of the Board of 
Directors, and the General Manager of your Home and school, it 
again becomes my duty to submit to you a report of the work 
accomplished during the year just closed, and the SDM of 
the Home at the present time. 


The work 1n detail of each succeeding year so much resembles 
those already past that it is not easy to present an interesting and 
varied report. 


Beh The year now ended has been a very trying 

SU Ox one; more boys have been received and cared 
for than during any previous year; more boys have been placed 
in country homes; and, consequently, our work has been aug- 
mented on every hand. ‘Then, surrounded on all sides by sick- 
ness—La Grippe and Pneumonia carrying off so many of our 
citizens— it could not but be expected that we should have our 
share of these diseases. 


For nearly three months our hospital has been full. Three 
and four trained nurses had to be employed a large part of the 
time, yet with all our extra care and vigilance, with all that will- 
ing hands could do, and loving hearts devise, pneumonia proved 
fatal to two of our inmates, and appendicitis to another. We 
are most thankful to be able to report that there is at present no 
serious case of sickness in the Home. 


With the growth of the school our expenses have been corres- 
pondingly increased, while our donations have been decreased, 
owing mainly to our having been without a solicitor during the 
first half of the year. In consequence of these facts we are 
compelled to report a deficit of $2649.78 over that of a year 
ago. Weare told that even the darkest cloud has a silver lining, 
and this is true regarding the interests of our beloved Home 
at this era of its existence. New friends have sprung up on 
every side; greater attention than ever before is being given to 
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the care of dependent children throughout the land, and our 
school is receiving its share of the results of this general awak- 
ening. | i 
wun comMMERcraL. Lhe Commercial Chibiwithiitemeanas 
eS) an membership has manifested an interest in 
our work, and has voted to increase the facilities of the school 
to double its present capacity. With this timely assistance, and 
the proper support from the public for current expenses of the 
school, the majority of our dependent boys- —those left to care 
for themselves in this great city—can be sheltered, trained and 
fitted for lives of usefulness; thus decreasing the necessity for 
reformatory and delinquent institutions. 


Our new Manual Training School Building, dedicated one year 
ago, is a great convenience, and has enabled us to arrange 
matters far more satisfactorily for the different departments. In 
this building we have also located a new school-room for the 


higher grades of instruction. Every boy in the Home is required ~ 
to attend school regularly half-a-day on five days of each week, 


and the sessions of Sabbath School and Sunday services. - 


Naturally the growth of the school has 

been accompanied by the necessity for 
a greater number of employes, and employes of the highest 
order, persons who are intelligent and thoroughly reliable in 
every respect. Some changes in the different departments 
have been made during the year, but only to secure more efficient 
helpers. The cottages are kept as near the desired standard of 
excellence as the funds available will permit. 


OUR EMPLOYES. 


Our farm has, as usual, been a source of 

great help in many ways. Here our boys 
get their first lessons in agriculture and are thus better fitted 
for the country homes where the majority of them are finally 
placed. ‘The products of the farm are also of great value to the 
Home, our table having been supplied with vegetables, fruit, 
milk, butter and eggs the year around. ‘The value of these 
products is estimated at $5000.

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their ceaseless efforts and timely aid, would have added greatly 
to our expenses. Their monthly visits to the school, accompanied 
by their wise counsel and advice have done much to cheer and 
encourage us, and their interest so kindly expressed elsewhere 
has induced others to care for beds in several of the cottages. 
(It may not perhaps be generally understood that any person 
can care for a bed by giving five dollars a year). In this way 
efficient aid can be given toward meeting necessary expenses. 
So much have we learned to rely upon the assistance of this ex- 
cellent organization, that, as we glance over the years that have 
passed, we wonder what we should have done without their advice 
and material aid. ‘They are entitled to the warmest thanks of 
the Association for the grand and noble work they are doing. 


The fund of the Friday Club endowment has been loaned on 
good security, and the interest is used for the especial purpose of 
paying the salary of one of our manual training teachers. 


We have our usual contract with Cook County for $12,000, and 
other counties will pay about $6,000, while for boarders our 
receipts will doubtless be about $6,000. This will provide for 
about two-thirds of the current expenses of the year: For the 
other third we must depead entirely upon voluntary contribu- 
tions. 

We have been fortunate in securing compe- 
tent and experienced teachers in all of the 
grades, and our boys have evidently advanced as fast as those 
in the public schools. The Committee appointed by the

- County Judge to visit and report on all institutions caring for 


children, speaks thus of Glenwood, in its report to Judge Carter: 
‘*The visit of your Committee was during school hours, and the 
value and importance of having women teachers instead of men 
teachers, as at the John Worthy School, was again noticed, as 
was also the fact that the women teachers at Glenwood appear 
to have been carefully selected, and to be especially skilled and 
interested in their important work.’’ 


All the boys who are old enough work in some department one 
half day and attend school the other half. During the year we 
have followed our usual custom and have been able to place 
a large number of boys in the Western States. Our Officer, Mr. 
J. A. West, has made several trips through the Northwest — 
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for the purpose of visiting those already placed and finding 
homes for others. This requires great care and judgment, and has 
been conducted in a most satisfactory manner. We have received 
345 new boys during the year and 19 previously placed have been 
returned. This, together with the 273 boys in the school one year 
ago, makes 637 boys cared for during the year. 

We frequently hear complaint of our taking too young child- 
ren at Glenwood and of refusing the older ones. I wish to state 
that no child committed by the courts has ever been refused 
admittance on account of age. Our friends should consider any 
person making the statement that we refuse the older boys found 
dependent, and properly committed, as no friend of the school. 

The thanks of our Association are due to the clergymen who 
have so kindly conducted religious services in our chapel on Sun- 
day afternoons; and to the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, the 
Chicago and Northwestern, the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer and the Great Western Railroads, 
for free transportation for our agent and boys over their lines; 
and to all the friends who have in any way contributed toward 
the success of our work. 

The following tables will give necessary statistics:

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN. 


To the Presidentand Board of Directors of the Ills. Manual Train- 
ing School Farm, Gentlemen : 


I have the honor to report that the sanitary condition of this 
Institution during the past year has been excellent, and that no 
diseases attributable to Ochlesis have made their appearance. 


Acute infectious diseases, accidents and minor ailments have 
caused somewhat more than the usual number of cases coming 
under the care of the Physician in former years. Diphtheria has 
not been at all prevalent, not more than a dozen cases having 
developed throughout the year. These cases were promptly iso- 
lated, treated with antitoxin in large doses on the first day, and 
all recovered. 


A considerable number of cases of mumps developed during 
the month of April, one of which being of the severe metastatic 
type, but all ending in recovery. 


During the month of April an epidemic of measles developed, 
and although the type was more than ordinarily severe, no 
case showed any serious complications. One case of severe facial 
erysipelas was treated and the patient recovered satisfactorily. 
Epidemic influenza caused a great many cases of illness through- 
out the winter and spring months. The type was of unusual 
severity, and pneumonia was a frequent complication, two having 
succumbed to the disease. One of these patients, with marked 
deformity of the chest, both lungs being pneumonic, having three 
iobes solidified, was provided with relays of trained nurses, and 
was kept alive two days by means of oxygen inhalation, the 
immediate cause of death being ante mortem heart clot. 


One case of perforative appendicitis was operated upon, during 
my absence, by Dr. Doepp, of Homewood, the case ending 
fata'ly during the first day. 
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Among the minor ailments follicular tonsilitis, ephemeral fever, 
constipation and dyspepsia have been most common. 


The Physician is highly gratified by the unstinted support 
which he receives both morally and financially in the proper man- 
agement Of severe cases of disease, and he is impressed with the 
excellent sanitation, cleanliness, and management of the Institu- 
tion.

tells through the monthly reports of our Visiting Committee of 
the great delight of investigating the nooks and crannies and 
finding only immaculate cleanliness and order every where; of the 
healthy, happy, clean appearance of the boys at all times and in 
all places whether at school, workshop, farm or at play; of the 
moral and religious influences, and home training; of the careful, 
p'udent management; of efficient teachers, and of large-hearted, 
boy-loving care-takers, or mothers, as one loves to call them. 
All these combining to purify, elevate and strengthen these boys 
confided to our care. This is the story we tell again today—may 
it never be old, may it always be new. We have endeavored faith- 
fully to help you in every line of this work and we are grateful for 
the privilege. The year just closing has been the most satisfac- 
tory in the history of the School, one of pleasant expsrience and 
promise. ! 


Regular monthly meetings have been held, and monthly visits 
to the School have kept us in touch with every phase of home and 
school life during the year. Death has taken from our ranks one 
of the oldest and earliest members—Mrs. S. M. Follansbee, who, 
until deprived by poor health, was always present at our meet- 
ings. In the early days of the School she built the Armory 
building, and later through her influence a cottage was built by a 
dear friend of the boys. To the last she was eager to hear, and 
happy to know of the prosperity of the School, especially of the 
gift of the new Manual Training Building.

during the year just closed. Some have been out to the school 
with friends who have entertained the boys in return for the hos- 
pitality always tendered, those who make the effort to become 
better acquainted with the Institution and its work; others have 
been out and remained over night that they might listen to the 
singing of the boys in a spectacular play, presented by a number 
of lads in fairy costumes; visiting the lads in the cottages after 
supper, ‘‘when the shades of night were drawing nigh,’’ 
and the games and books were brought out, and followed later 
by a visit to the dormitories where each lad, clothed in his clean 
white night-shirt was snugly tucked into his own single bed. 
This winter has brought trials and sorrows to Glenwood in the 
shape of sickness and death. Measles and mumps have been 
prevalent among the boys, sometimes in serious form, but the 
excellent care and good nursing have brought most of the cases 
to a normal condition once more. Glenwood never looks more 
attractive than in the early spring-time, when the buttercups and 
violets are in blossom, the crab apple trees in bloom, the broad 
acres surrounding the buildings, freshly planted, and the lawns 
like a soft green velvet carpet beneath one’s feet. 

The last and annual visit of the Ladies’ Board was made at such 
a time when all nature seemed awake to the possibilities of the 
coming summer, standing in the oper school room door while 
the little ones were singing and playing their kindergarten songs, 
one could hear the sound of the blows on the distant anvils in 
the forge room of the Manual Training Building. 

The head trained in the school, the hand in the work-room, 
with the heart as tie third factor properly developed, what can- 
not these boys be taught to do in this progressive age! 

One cannot be in the extensive grounds at Glenwood without 
wishing that more cottages m ght be built, and a larger number 
of boys be enabled to receive the benefit of such an institution. 
While the little ones are lovely and interesting, does it not seem 
_as if they ought to be in homes devoted to the care of little child- 
ren only, and make room at Glenwood for boys older and more 
able to benefit from the instryction provided. We aim to teach 
the rudiments of many trades which these little children will not 
be able to learn at present. The band boys are justly proud of 
their handsome uniforms, which were bought with money earned 
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as caddies in the neighboring golf-links of the Homewood Club, 
last summer. 


Besides the uniforms, a number of new instruments were pur- 
chased, and each boy had a sum set aside for his personal use. 
The teacher says their is plenty of good musical ability among 
the boys. There certainly was a marked inprovement in their 
playing on this occasion, as the lads in the different companies 
went through their military drill. The monthly visitor not only 
visits the cottages and boys but the homes of the animals and 
fowls on the place. The chicken ranch and incubator attracted 
the attention of most of the ladies accompanying the Board on its 
last visit. Not only did they fill the chicken yard with their ex- 
clamations of delight over the little things running about, but 
put their ears to the sides of the incubator, and outside winter's 
hay gone from the mow overhead, the cattle feeding off in the 
pastures. All alone in its glory stood the Parmelee coach, which 
since the new railroad has been built I imagine has had no use. 
The dairy was sweet and fresh, farmer’s wife looking foward to an- 
other and better one soon. The boys for whom she makes a home 
call her ‘‘Ma’’ and she says she enjoys her life with them very 
much, spends a great many evenings with them in the sitting- 
room in the low-ceilinged farm house. Thus it is everywhere at 
Glenwood —kindness, forbearance and love for the youth within 
its fold. 


After thanking Mrs. Caldwell for her very interesting report, 
I would add a word expressed before to the fathers and mothers 
of this city. Take a day from business cares and visit our School 
at Glenwood, breathe in first the welcome nature will give you, 
and then look into the faces of our 285 boys, each of whom repre- 
sents some sorrow or misfortune, see how th= mother-care is shown 
by our loving care-takers, how the body, mind and soul are being 
trained, and you will be stimulated to open heart and purse to the 
need of more cottages, more funds to care for them, and above 
all to endowment for all—and make your own life brighter and 
happier by caring for boys less fortunate than your own.

GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS. 
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HOW TO GETCHILDREN FROM THE ILLINOIS MANUAL 
TRAINING SCHOOL FARM. 


First, we are neither sectarian nor sectional. Several denomi- 
nations are represented in our Board, and children of eighteen 
nationalities are in our home. 


We take every child committed to us by the courts, unless 
there is some disease, either of body or mind that will prevent 
him from being placed in a good christian home. 


After a suitable preparation under the instruction of competent 
teachers, we place the child in a home either for legal adoption 
or indenture, and he must enjoy all the privileges of the family 
as would a son. 


The institution continues to hold the legal control of the child. 
If the party receiving him becomes dissatisfied after a fair trial, 
he may return the,child at his own expense tous, but to no other 
person. | 


If we become dissatisfied with the home we reserve the right to 
remove the child at any time. 


No relative of any child thus placed can interfere or remove 
the child without becoming amenable to the law, and prosecution 
will immediately follow. Every effort possible will be made to 
place brothers in the same locality. The most vigilant watch 
and care will be held by the managers over every child taken from 
our home and attempts to secrete such child from us will be fol- 
lowed by a removal. 


It is desirable but not absolutely necessary that applicants for 
children visit the school. A letter written tothe General Man- 
ager, describing the child desired, as to the age and such other 
conditions as cover the important points which the applicant 
desires to have considered in selecting a child will enable him to 
determine at once whether there is any child that would do. 


The Manager will at once give the applicant information as to 
his ability to furnish the child desired, or one nearly in accordance 
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with the description. The one most nearly satisfying thé descrip- 
tion will be selected and information given as to the further steps 
necessary. ’ 


In sending the application to the Manager, the applicant should 
give the names of two or three responsible citizens to whom the 
Manager may refer as to the applicant’s fitness to take care of the 
child sought, and no application will be noticed without such 
reference or good recommendation. 


If the application is approved, and references are satisfactory, 
the applicant will be notified. He will then be required to send 
money enough to pay the expenses of the child from the school 
to his destination, and should state at what time he will be at the 
station to meet the child. 


All children go on three months trial. The applicant will be 
required to sign a receipt for the child like the form on page 30. 


Should anything be at all unsatisfactory it is necessary to 
write to the General Manager, who will adjust so far as practi- 
cable all matters properly needing attention. 


It may be stated that while there are a great many desirable 
children in the home they are not all perfect, and if applicants 
will expect to bear for a while with some faults they will be the 
more sure of securing a boy who will remain with them. 


If after sufficient trial at any time before the expiration of 
three thonths the party should desire to have the child indentured 
to him he can notify the General Manager, who will have the 
indenture papers like the form on page 31, filled out and properly 
executed. 


If it is found desirable to adopt the child as his own, proper 
instructions will be sent on application to the General Manager. 


It is the intention of the managers to have every child placed 
in a home visited as often as practicable.

PLACING IN FAMILIES. 


No task connected with the management of the Home is more 
delicate than that of procuring proper persons to become the fos- 
ter parents of children. The boy for instance, may be amiable, of 
good habits and disposition; the foster parents may also be good 
people. If however, there is wide dissimilarity of tastes between 
them the new honie will not be pleasant for either the child or the 
parent. There should be an inherent affiliation between them, 
a kind of community of interest; and before the indenture or de- 
cree of adoption is finally executed the manager should investigate 
the surroundings, the circumstances, vocation, the probabilities 
of the parties adapting themselves to each other, the ability to 
properly rear and educate the child, and the general repute of 
those seeking the adoption. An agent that is a good judge of 
human nature, one who has read men as well as books, would 
not make many mistakes. It is a great trust to be made respon- 
sible for the future career of the little ones who willsoon be men, 
aiid who will take our places on the stage of action. - Children 
should not remain in the school any longer than is necessary to 
give them that training and discipline that would make them 
desirable acquisitions in any well regulated household. To give 
him a mere institutional life is not the purpose of the Home. It 
has a higher and nobler mission. It seeks out the helpless little 
ones who are the innocent victims of the afflicted and unfortunate; 
homeless little waifs exposed to the elements and to scenes of 
debauchery and crime. It shelters, subsists, trains and educates 
them for a higher and better life. Then when a family is found 
and it adopts a child in some degree of mutual affinity, it is safe 
to predict that each will bea blessing to the other.

! REAT EMPHASIS is placed on wood-working and the boys are taught 
not only how to do things in this field, but are made acquainted 
with the essential principles involved, encouraged to do original 
| planning and are allowed to make aticles after their own designs. 
The second year course includes such subjects as: Development of han- 
dicraft and tools; planning projects; reading working drawings; making out 
bills of material; wood, its uses and qualities; basic hand and power tools; 
measuring and checking; planing, joining and designing; fastening devices ;

course teaching the reading of blue prints and training in the fundamentals 
of mechanical drawing. When occasion offers, the class is given the privilege 
of doing actual construction work on the farm, and frequently maintenance 
jobs are turned over to the class for study and completion.

ing industry; the platen press; placing a job on the press; feeding a platen 
press ; adjusting the impression; problems in platen press feeding; problems 
in make-ready of job forms; minor bindery operations; care of platen press. 


Paint Shop 


HE PAINT SHOP schedule, arranged under a first and advanced 
course, teaches the elements of painting and decorating and 
includes: Care of the shop; brushes—types, uses and care; tools 

and equipment; materials, abrasives, polishes; manner and order of paint- 
ing; mixing paints; preparing surfaces; priming and sizing; painting walls; 


staining, filling woods, shellacking; surfacers and undercoaters; waxing, 
varnishing, enameling, bronzing, lacquering, calcimining; applying water- 
proof paints; furniture finishing , spraying; interior and exterior painting; 
glass glazing; colors and their use; finishing trim; finishing radiators and 
floors; fitting curtain shades; stippling; over stipples; mottled and lace 
effects, etc.; filigreeing, texturing oil and water plastics; marbling, grain- 
ing, paneling; stencils and their use; silvering mirrors; advanced furniture 
finishing ; picture framing; lettering and striping; paper hanging; color 
harmony; advanced color mixing; estimating; foreman training. 


ehins Shop 


HE FIRST YEAR of machine-shop training combines machine shop, 
home mechanics, maintenance and tool room service training, with 
emphasis on bench work; use of drill press; methods of laying out 
work; cutting stock; power drill press; kinds of metals that can be sawed; 
methods of hardening and annealing steels; bell wiring; soldering; wire 
splicing ; installation of handles in household tools; building forge fires; 
elementary plumbing; the knowl- Pp 
edge of tools, their use and care. | 


In the second year, the boy is 
acquainted with the proper use of 
machines and hand tools; blue print 
making and reading; measurements; 
layout; chipping, filing, tapping and 
cutting threads with the use of die 
and die stock; assembling parts; 
checking out and care of tools; care 
of machines; cleaning, oiling, ad- 
justing, etc.; methods of figur- 
ing pulley speeds and surface 
spread, etc. — all within the 
scope of the machine shop. 


Home Life 


HE HOME LIFE department, through its cottage mothers, attempts 
to maintain the care and instill and encourage a spirit correspond- 
ing as closely as possible to that in an ordinary family. 

Glenwood has twelve cottages or homes for her boys. Thirteen cottage 
mothers, and three assistant cottage mothers, supervise and maintain 
these homes. A clothing room, with a staff of two, handles clothing and 
linen needs, distributes household supplies, and assists in mending. 

The staff of the Home Life department cooperates very closely with 
the educational, religious, recreational, medical, commissary and laundry 
departments, to minister to the needs of the child. 

The physical facilities of each cottage include a light, clean, and well-kept 
house. Individual beds are found in spacious, light and airy bedrooms. 
Clean garments, sufficient to meet every requirement, belong to the indi- 
vidual. Each boy has his personal possessions, and a place in which to 
keep them. | 

It is a matter of record that cottage mothers give care and supervision 
to the boys twenty-four hours of each day for three hundered sixty-five 
days of the year. Sundays and holiday are observed much as they are in 
private homes. On these days the boys and cottage mothers attend services 
in our chapel. Here, spiritual training and guidance are given to the boys 
under the leadership of denominational ministers, priests and rabbis. 

Within the cottage and among the group, a family atmosphere pervades. 
Each child is recognized as an individual entity, receives sympathetic under- 
standing, and has personal and social rights. The cottage mothers attempt 
to maintain a high moral and spiritual influence in the home. Daily lessons 
in wholesome living are taught and demonstrated. Cleanliness is recogniz- 
ed; health habits taught and practiced. Within the group is found whole- 


some social life and other activities, in keeping with our goal — good 
citizenship. Wherever and whenever possible, boys partcipate in comunity 
activities. 

The cottage mothers’ club meets regularly for its social functions and 
discussions. Also, regular staff meetings are held to discuss current prob- 
lems, and to seek new ways and means to meet the needs of the boys. These 
meetings, both social and professional, assist the cottage mother to become 
more successful in the fulfilment of her duties, enabling her to take a more 
intelligent and positive interest in the problems of her children, thus raising 
the standards of her cottage. 

A new addition to the Home Life department is the “ Cottage Manual,” 
which contains the daily and weekly routine of the cottage, as well as 
general hints and suggestions to aid the cottage mother in its management 
and supervision. 


Religious Training 


LOSELY ALLIED with the Home Life Department is Glenwood’s 
CG religious training. With the student body representing eleven relig- 

ious faiths, services of a non-sectarian type have been conducted 
each Sunday morning and afternoon through the year, which include Bible 
study and regular church services, in the chapel, with hymns, prayers and 
sermon. 


Health 


ITH GLENWOOD’S 
health department 
in charge of Dr. 


Charles B. Alexander of Har- 
vey, Illinois, under whose su- 
pervision a resident, registered 
nurse presides over the school 
dispensary, good health in 
general has been consistently 
maintained during the past 
year, with the exception of 
light epidemics of scarlet fever 
and mumps. 

Naturally, in a family of over 
350 active boys, there has been 
a normal number of sprains, 
fractures, sore throats, head- 
aches, cases of measles, indi- 
gestion, etc. with 19,299 
dispensary line treatments, 78 
operations, and 517 cases hos- 
pitalized in the campus infirm- 
ary.

Athletics and Recreation 


ITH THE following seven-point program, the Recreational Depart- 

ment has attempted to furnish recreational opportunities for all 

boys; offer a wide variety of activities reach the greatest number 

of boys possible ; present competitive sports on a large, inter-cottage basis; 

offer community contacts for boys through the medium of sports ; stimulate 

participation rather than spectatorship; interest each boy in a sport, contest, 
hobby or club. ¥ 

Inter-cottage athletics, as well as competitive sports with other schools 

have been stressed; in addition to which scouting, handicraft and hobby 

work have been advanced, chapel and movie programs given, and trophies 

and letters swarded. 


Track and field meets; 
marble tournaments; 
baseball; basketball and 
football; roller-skating; 
boxing; riflery; kite-flying; 
model airplane - building 
and flying; hiking; swim- 
ming; water-polo; log- 
jousting; ice-skating and

Yducation 


T THE CLOSE of the fiscal year, we have an enrollment of two 
hundred eighty-four. Forty-two boys will graduate in July 1938. 
Eight teachers are employed in the academic department. The 
grade enrollment was as follows: First Grade, 13; Second, 7; Third, 13; 
Fourth, 38; Fifth, 38; Sixth, 47; Seventh, 74; Eighth, 48; Special Class, 14; High 
School, 54; All Day Work, 9. The total enrollment April 30, 1938 was 355. 
Glenwood Manual Training School’s grammar school is accredited, the 
state course of instruction being followed, these subjects being taught: 
Reading, Arithmetic, Spelling, English, History, Civics, Geography, Physiol- 
ogy and Writing, with vocational training in the various shops. 
Three hundred books have been added to the Euretta Jay Memorial 
Library by gift from the Woman’s Auxiliary. 


Tilitary and Band 


ITH 20 boys graduating from Glenwood’s First Band in June, 1937, 
a nucleus of 16 was left to continue in the Fall. In October, 53 
boys started to study music. Of this group, 27 were placed in the 
first band during the semester in February, thus forming a First Band of 
43, and a Second Band of 26. The Bugle Corps numbers 20. 
The Glenwood Manual Training School band played four concerts on 
the grounds during the year, two off grounds, and entered a band contest, 
winning a place in first division, Class D high schools. 


The military and band took part in four off-grounds parades at Chicago 
Heights, Riverdale, Dolton, and Matteson, receiving a citation for having 
the largest group on foot in one of them. 

Ten battalion parades and ten conpetitive drills were held on the 
grounds, while other activities of military units were: Harvey firing squads, 
Armistice Day; Chicago Heights (Bloom High School) firing squads, 
Decoration Day; military drill at Clissold School], Chicago, by Angus 
Cottage; trip to Soldiers Field, Chicago, for cadet officers; three-squad 
exhibition drill, Chicago Historical Society Dedication; participation of 
rifle team in two rifle matches. 


Farm and Grounds 


HE FARM and grounds play an important part in Glenwood Manual 
Training School’s life. An attempt has been made to keep the 
grounds at their best at all times, and the farm reports one of the 

best years in the School’s existence, with meat, poultry, dairy, fruit, vege- 
tables and crops, valued at $29,424.35. 


Commissary 


URING THE past year, a large share of the fruits and vegetables 
served at the table, in season and out, were products of Glenwood’s 
farm and garden, for the following quanities of both were canned 

and preserved by the Commissary Department: Asparagus, 64 gals.; spinach, 
74 gals.; rhubarb, 230 gals.; string beans, 1491 gals.; tomatoes, 1299 gals.; 


bread and butter pickles, 100 gals.; catsup 23 gals.; relish, 18 gals.; dill 
pickles, 115 gals.; jelly, 2735 pounds; peas, 175 gals.; tomato puree, 59 gals.; 
corn, 570 gals.; beets, 226 gals.; strawberry jam, 207 lbs.; raspberry jam, 130 
lbs.; saurkraut, 112 gals.; tomato juice, 106 gals.; chili sauce, 324 gals.; peaches, 
187 gals.; green tomato pickles, 50 gals. 


Three wholesome, simple, well-balanced meals per day are served, each 
boy being allowed one quart of whole milk daily, in a bottle with a straw, 
thus ensuring each his full quota of cream. 


Boy bakers, under the supervision of a professional, prepare all bread- 
stuffs used in the daily meals. 


Repair and Maintenance 


HE ERECTION and equiping of a much needed new Sewage Dispos- 
al plant and the installation of a new water tower have been the 
chief improvements at G.M.T\S. during the past fiscal year, in ad- 
dition to which there have been many necessary repairs for the adequate 


maintenance of the plant, among them: Repairs on breaching, smoke stack 
apron; water pump at South Farm Cottage rebuilt ; new cross head installed 
on boiler feed pump; new wiring in Milton George Cottage, Memorial Chapel, 
etc. Various repairs have been made to interiors and exteriors of buildings; 
and interior decorations have been completed in the chef’s and baker’s apart- 
ments in Butler Hall, as wellas in Spalding Hall, Washington and Countryman 
Cottages. 

A cement walk has been laid at the front entrance of Spalding Hall; a 
shed remodeled for use as a horse barn; rear entrance and platform built 
to cooler room; new cupboards built in Lincoln Cottage and recreation 
department; Plymouth, Windsor and Lincoln Cottages have been painted. 


Alumni Association 


Alumni Association has placed 45 boys with the following

chard Printing Service, 1 printer; Illinois Central R. R. Co., 1 laborer; 
Hosmer & Co., 1 office boy; St. James Hospital, 1 houseman; R. R. 
Donnelley & Sons, 1 apprenticed printer ; Mr. Christensen, 1 errand 
boy; H. C. Sherman Co., 1 errand boy; Goldblatt Bros., 1 as com- 
missary help; Franklin Press, 1 printer, 1 carpenter; Sacred Heart 
Convent, 1 recreational director. 

Although we have not attained our goal of 100 per cent employ- 

ment for Alumni members, it can be attributed to two main factors: 
1. Lack of previous experience in a definite line of work 
when a boy applies for a job. 
2. Lack of a high school education on the boy’s part. 

It is embarrassing to realize that only a few of our applicants 
needing jobs are high school graduates. Of the number of boys 
placed last year, only 9 had this important requisite. Therefore we 
cannot over-emphasize the importance of high school education for 
Glenwood boys; and in conjunction with this requirement is a more 
thorough training in a vocation. 

A fine spirit of cooperation has been prevalent in the Alumni 
Extension work, as many members have been directly responsible 
for others securing employment. It is our hope that the time will 
come when the Alumni office operates under conditions whereby a 
boy may be selected for a job while he is still in attendance at Glen- 
wood Manual Training School. Such a job located for him would 
comply with his particular capabilities, that he might be prepared 
to step into it upon his severance with the School.

HOW EACH OF YOUR DOLLARS 
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What We Have Done 
With Your Money 


URING Glenwood Manual Training School’s 
fiscal year closing April 30, 1941, the FIFTY- 
FOURTH YEAR of its continuous existence, 
the program was planned with an attempt to 

meet the needs of the boy in keeping with changing 
conditions. The eight grades have been taught aca- 
demically with vocational work for the 5th, 6th, 7th 
and 8th grade boys. High school training at Bloom 
Township has been provided for those boys who 
have passed aptitude tests; for others who have 
completed the 8th grade a program has been ar- 
ranged to emphasize vocational training. 


There has recently been a great demand for boys 
who could do machine work in any capacity and 
more calls for boys for jobs than we have been able 
to fill. Apparently the older boys will be able to find 
positions more readily than in the past. 


It appears that our enrollment for a period of 
time will consist of younger boys. 


From May 1, 1940 to April 30, 1941, we cared 
for, trained and educated an average enrollment of 
297. boys — largely orphans, half-orphans, adopted 


boys, sons of deserted, divorced or separated par- 
ents, and boys born out of wedlock. Of this total 
there were 37 sets of two brothers each; 9 sets of 
3; 2 sets of 4; and one set of 5. 


Our 1940-41 enrollment represented 45 nation- 
alities, 12 religious denominations, with 19 different 
states and 2 foreign countries as birthplaces. 


The average age at admission was 11 years, 7 
months, 27 days; the average length of stay, 1 year, 
11 months, 17 days; the average age at restoration, 
18 years, 6 months. Of the 158 new students re- 
ceived between May 1, 1940 and April 30, 1941, 52 
were from Cook County, 23 from other Illinois Coun- 
ties, and 83 came through private arrangement. 
Twenty-two boys applying for admission to Glen- 
wood were refused for the following reasons: re- 
tarded in school; problem personalities; over age 
limit; living out of state. Seventy-three applications 
were pending at the close of the fiscal year, and 149 
boys were restored during that period. 


Tuition paid by Cook County for her wards (boys 
dependent upon the State for their support) amount- 
ed to $14,566.92, while Glenwood Manual Training 
School rendered service to the County amounting to 
$61,918.20, thus leaving $47,351.28 worth of service 
rendered gratis to the citizens of Cook County. 


The average tuition paid, of the total enrollment, 
was $147.96 per year, or $12.33 per month, amount- 
ing to about 50 cents per day, per boy, while the 
average capita yearly cost to Glenwood was $503.40, 
or $41.95 per month, or about $1.40 per day. 
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Thus, your contribution to Glenwood helped sup- 
plv the difference between tuition received, and the 
actual cost of boys’ care. 


Home Life © 


The Home Life Department has attempted to 
provide an affectionate and intelligent interest in 
the boys, individual treatment whenever possible, 
and a friendly relationship with adults in charge. 
In addition, each boy has an opportunity for normal 
association with other children, a daily, well-planned 
schedule, an environment which furnishes oppor- 
tunity for self-initated activity, and to some extent, 
normal contacts with the people and the larger com- 
munity in which he is ultimately to live. 


Glenwood uses the cottage system. The cottage 
or home is the unit with a group of approximately 
twenty-five boys, supervised by the cottage mother. 
Eleven cottages are in use at the present time, each 
with a cottage mother. Relief mothers substitute oc- 
casionally for the regular mother. A large clothing, 
linen and mending room supplies the various home 
needs. One of the biggest steps forward in the Home 
Life Department during the past year has been to 
relieve the cottage mother of some of the never- 
ending mending which seems necessarily to accom- 
pany active boyhood. With some extra help in the 
clothing room a great deal of this burden has been 
taken from the cottage, which relief will leave the 


cottage mother more fit for direct personal contact 
with her boys. 

Sheridan Cottage and Milton George present a 
very inviting and “homey” appearance, since their 
redecoration. 

During the past year, cottage parties, picnic 
lunches, holiday parties and celebrations, quiet 
parlor games, group and individual contests, and a 
radio in each cottage, have aided in the social ad- 
justment and pleasure of group living. A new and 
very interesting feature this year has been the ad- 
diton of a popular magazine library to each cottage. 
We had approximately twenty subscriptions to pop- 
ular and educational magazines for the year. The 
various copies were rotated in the cottages, and 
these, together with daily newspapers, enabled the 
boys to keep posted on current events. , 


Religion 


Religious services of a non-sectarian type were 
conducted each Sunday morning and afternoon 
throughout the year. These included Bible study 
and regular church services with hymns, prayer and 
sermon. 


Education 


At the close of the fiscal year, there was an en- 
rollment of 260 boys in the grammar grades, and 31 


attending Bloom Township High School at Chicago 
Heights, Illinois. The respective enrollment was: 
Hirst.Grade, 2; Second, 15; Third, 21; Fourth, 34; 
Fifth, 46; Sixth, 48; Seventh, 49; Eighth, 54. Fif- 
teen attended our vocational school. Two hundred 
fifty books were added to the Euretta Jay Memorial 
Library. 


Military and Band 


Captain Haskell W. Harr, military and band dir- 
ector was granted a leave of absence for one year 
in order that he might go to Camp Forrest, Tennes- 
see, with the 33rd Division of the Illinois National 
Guard, and Mr. Albert Davis, formerly of the United 
States Marine Corps, was selected to carry on his 
work in military, while Mr. Paul Kinville has been 
selected to carry on Captain Harr’s work in the band. 
Both military and band programs are proceeding 
according to schedule. 


Vocational 


During the past fiscal year the Vocational De- 
partment has been able to make a very definite gain 
in the organization of its work and the results have 
been quite satisfactory. The following points are 
worthy of mention: 


First. An effort has been made to maintain 
classes consisting of boys of like advancement. This 
has facilitated class instruction and has been more 
stimulating in the shop work. It has made it possible 
to introduce much related and timely work. 


Second. The following plan is being followed 
to further promote a proper sequence of work: 


Fifth and Sixth Grade boys have Craft. 
Work, which consists largely of various hand- — 
work projects that have interest values. 


Seventh and Eighth Grade boys have 
Home Mechanics, which offers one term in 
each shop, thus completing an exploratory 
course which gives the boy an opportunity to 
find his major interest. 


Third. For the boys who elect to remain at Glen- 
wood beyond the eighth grade a complete Voca- 
tional High School Course is being offered. This 
course is fully accredited and the beginning class 
had an enrollment of sixteen boys, who have had 
Mechanical Drawing and Applied Mathematics in 
addition to their shop work. 


Fourth. The work of each shop has been reduced 
to definite courses with prescribed sequence of jobs. 
This has contributed much to the thoroughness of 
the detailed work and the projects completed. 


Fifth. All of the work details are being so or- 
ganized that a boy is assured of a recorded credit 


for every job that he completes in any assigned 
detail. 


Both courses are outlined on mimeograph sheets, 
numbered in trade sequence and subdivided into suf- 
ficient lessons to fully cover the job procedures and 
necessary information. 


During the year many types of work gave the 
students an excellent chance to demonstrate their 
knowledge and skill by the doing of actual jobs and 
when they have no opportunity on actual jobs, the 
teaching was applied to small surfaces. 


Some of the practical test jobs were: lettering 
jobs for various departments; finishing or refinish- 
ing pieces of furniture; finishing large and small 
articles; repairing plaster; finishing and refinishing 
of screens, storm sash, sash, trellises, cabinets, ex- 
terior and interior metal, finishing inside and outside 
surfaces that have been repaired or rebuilt, and re- 
finishing rooms. 


The machine shop operated during the past year, 
as did the other departments of the school, on the 
six-term school year basis. The number of boys in 
machine shop classes averaged about thirty-five per 
day, and the course consisted of machine shop theory 
and shop work, six weeks of mechanical drawing 
(one hour per day) and maintenance work which 
provided the boys with practical machine shop work. 
This year a new chain hoist and a twenty-five foot 
track were installed in the machine shop by the ma- 
chine shop classes. 


The Wood-Working Shop enrolled 60 boys in the 
various classes and a chosen group from this shop 
is now engaged in completing a four-room dwelling. 


This gives opportunity for the boys to have a part 
in every factor that enters into the building of a sim- 
ple residence unit. | 


During the past fiscal year 64 boys received in- 
struction in printing. Two-hundred fifteen school 
jobs were completed, ranging up to 32,000 impres- 
sions per job, all of which gave the boys. trade ex- 
perience in production work in the various phases 
of print shop work. The Print Shop received, during 
the past year, a substantial donation of over 200 
pounds of type from the Lakeside Press of Chicago, 
Illinois. | 

Ninety-four students were entered in the Paint 
Shop classes during the year ending April 30, 1941, 
some for the entire year and others for periods of 
less time. All received trade instruction, written and 
work tests in the regular sequence except in cases 
where they had an opportunity to do some practical 
work in advance of their progress. In those cases the 
instruction was given to meet the particular type of 
work on hand. 


The vocational work taught during the year cov- 
ered all of the beginners’ course and 24 types of 
work found in the advanced course. A record of the 
progress of each student was made, and filed when 
he left the department. If he returned later, as was 
sometimes the case, his progress continued from the 
point where he dropped his work. 


Health 


The medical department, in charge of Dr. 
Charles B. Alexander of Harvey, Illinois, under 
whose supervision a registered nurse presides over 
the school dispensary, reported 30,589 dispensary 
line treatments: 746 cases hospitalized at the school ; 
81 treatments at Dr. Alexander’s office; 148 phys- 
ical examinations and Wassermanns; 43 cases re- 
ferred to Dr. Dillon, occulist; 22 operations» per- 
formed and 8 other cases treated at Ingalls Memorial 
Hospital, Harvey, Illinois; 6 cases treated at Cook 
County Hospital, Chicago; 12 X-rays taken; tetanus 
antitoxin given to 7; 101 Schick and Dick tests given; 
scarlet fever antitoxin given to 10; diphtheria tox- 
oid to 11; tuberculin tests to 5; calcium deficiency 
test to 1; and 543 yearly physical check-ups made. 


The dental work is in charge of Dr. William A. — 
Cusick, Jr., of Chicago Heights, Illinois, who re-. - 


ported 1199 sittings, 409 examinations, 212 clean- 
ings, 287 silver fillings, 58 cement fillings, 15 por- 
celain fillings 219 treatments, 85 extractions, 49 of- 
fice calls, 39 high school calls, 2 X-rays, 2 gold 
bridges, 1 bridge cemented, 1 pulp extracted, 10 
calls at school hospital, 48 days worked. 


Physical Education and Recreation 


In accordance with our past policy, Glenwood 
continued to stress intramural competition for group 
participation during the last year. However, more 
emphasis was placed on inter-school competition in 
athletics, with the result that we had 10 athletic 
teams in softball, baseball, football and basketball, 
which played a total of 98 games in 4 different 
sports. Thus the members of these teams had a fine 
opportunity to broaden themselves mentally and 
physically, to make social contacts with other schools 
and their personnel, and to enjoy the privileges and 
benefits of competitive athletics. With the certainty 
of a new gymnasium we hope to embark upon a 


larger program of interschool competitive athletics 
to the end that a greater percentage of our boys may 
secure these benefits and privileges. 

Intramural athletics also played a very important 
part in the boys’ program, and those who were un- 
able to play on the school team had plenty of op- 
portunities to compete in the intercottage athletics. 
Competition was held in football, softball, track and 
field, basketball, waterpolo, horse-shoes and base- 
ball, with each cottage having representative teams 
in each sport, thus giving the majority of boys an 
opportunity for participation in organized, sched- 
uled competitive athletics. For example, there were 
71 different cottage teams representing 8 sports that 
engaged in over 500 intramural contests. 


Other recreational activities were varied and 
offered a balanced program to cultivate and stumu- 
late the individual social, mental, physical and moral 
needs of Glenwood boys. Such activities included 
birthday parties, movie programs, auditorium pro- 
grams, religious services, boys’ choir, boys’ glee club, 
handicraft, manual arts, individual hobby projects, 
band, drum and bugle corps, military training, and 
some dramatics. In additon, we offered a Boy Scout 
program, Cub Scout activities, attendance at pro- 
fessional baseball games, horseback riding, pep as- 
semblies and rallies, presentation of athletic awards. 
and letters, three daily swimming periods in the 
summer, hikes and trips to the Forest Preserves, air- 
plane building and flying, horseshoes, gardening pro- 
jects, boxing matches, picnic lunches and parties, 
the boys’ court, holiday celebrations, winter sports 
and various free play opportunities. 


Farm 


The farm and grounds play an important part in 
Glenwood’s life. There has been an attempt made 
to keep the grounds looking their best at all times. 
From May 1, 1940, to April 30, 1941, dairy pro- 
ducts, meat, vegetables, fruit and crops valued at 
$25,433.54 were produced on Glenwood’s farm 
acres. 


Repair and Maintenance 


Most of the buildings on the campus are very old, 
making necessary repairs which are expensive; 
however, we have attempted to keep them in a us- 


able and presentable condition. During the year 
ending April 30, 1941, in addition to general repairs 
and maintenance, Spalding Hall, Milton George Cot- 
tage, Sheridan Cottage, Butler Hall, the Hospital, 
and ye Administration Building have been redec- 
orated.

Among the unqualified conditions of admission 
are a sound mind and a sound body. Feeble or ab- 
normal minds and feeble bodies with no power of 
endurance or resistance are excluded, not because 
they need no help, but in fairness to the other boys, 
because the school is not adapted to care for this 
class of pupils. 


Glenwood Manual Training School is non-sec- 
tarian and non-political. Every boy’s application for 
admission is considered on its merits, its relation to 
other applications, existing vacancies and the pur- 
pose of the school. Deserving cases may be refused 
because they do not fall in line with Glenwood’s 
special purpose, or because others have a prior claim. 


Terms of admission vary with the circumstances 
of the applicant. It is the policy of the school to 
encourage parents or friends to have a share in the 
financial responsibility for the care and clothing of 
the boy when parent or guardian is financially able. 
Tuition, likewise, is asked, where circumstances war- 
rant it, for we object to pauperizing our boys, but 
the amount required is based upon the applicant’s 
ability to pay, after an investigation of his financial 
circumstances. 


While Glenwood is privileged to receive a limit- 
ed number of boys by private arrangement, it is 
understood that there is no difference in the stand- 
ing or treatment of students, whether they be “court 
bovs” or “‘boarders’’.

ing has been conducted, and a rifle school inaugurated. 

As a result of the latter, Glenwood Manual Training School 
won Tifth place in Junior R. O. T. C. competition at Culver 
Military Academy, in which military schools from the Sixth 
Corps Area took part. 

For the first time, we have had a First Aid Military team, 
in training for emergency work on the field. 

Butt's Manual is studied for general military training. 

Glenwood cadets have taken part in parades at Lansing, 
Chicago Heights, Homewood and Beecher on several civic and 
patriotic occasions. Eight of our band boys accompanied the 
Bloom Township High School band to Hines Memorial, to play 
for the men; the Glenwood band and a squad of twelve 
riflemen participated in a military celebration at Chicago 
Heights, and our cadets visited the Illinois National Guara 
Armory, in Chicago, to participate in and view the Military 
Maneuvers Show, put on under the direction of Col. Robert 
Wigglesworth to demonstrate the new principles of basic mil- 
itary training.

VERY boy is received at Glenwood Manual Training 
School with the understanding that he will prove himself — 
worthy of the advantages offered, or will consent to for- 

feit them; and that both he and his parents or guardians will 
abide by the rules and regulations of the school, which have 
been adopted with the students’ welfare ever first in mind. 


Among the unqualified conditions of admission are a sound 
mind and a sound body. Feeble or abnormal minds and feeble 
bodies with no power of endurance or resistance are excluded, 
not because they need no help, but in fairness to the other 
boys, because the school is not adapted to care for this class 
of pupils. 


Gienwood Manual Training School is non-sectarian anc 
non-political. Every boy's application for admission is con- 
sidered on its merits, its relation to other applications, existing 
vacancies and the purpose of the school. Deserving cases may 
oe refused because they do not fall in line with Glenwood’s 
special purpose, or because others have a prior claim. 


Terms of admission vary with the circumstances ot the ap- 
olicant. It is the policy of the school to encourage parents or 
friends to have a share in the financial responsibility for the 
care and clothing of the boy when parent or guardian is finan- 
cially able. Tuition, likewise, is asked, where circumstances 
warrant it, for we object to pauperizing our boys, but the 
amount required is based upon the applicant's ability to pay, 
atter an investigation of his financial circumstances. 


While Glenwood is privileged to receive a limited number 
of boys by private arrangement, it is understood that there is 
no difference in the standing or treatment of students, whether 
they be ‘court boys’' or ‘boarders.’
